We resisters in Berkeley have been witnesses to another serious episode in the political 
terrorism progrem of the Oakland and Berkeley cops, 


Wayne Greene, a black nineteen year old former University of Culifornia student presently 
on scholarship at the American Conservatory Theatre who has been working with the Resiste 
ance since August, 1966, Was arrested Monday, July 1, on charges of attempted murder, 45- 
savulting en officer, possession and throwing of a.firebomb, The charges are the result 
of injuries sustained by a policenan who was burned Saturday night, June 29, by a fire- 
bomb during the four days of disorder following the brutal dispersion of students fro 
Telegrapn Avenue who had gathered to show their soliderity with French students, 


Wayne Greene is innocent of all charges. His arrest is the result of his Resistance work 


and the fact that he is not white. Another resister, David Axelrod, ina ulse been 
arrested as a rosult of the wookend disorders on ¢har or mal sah} :

But. despite all this, Wayne Greene is up for arreignment on July 16 on charges that could 
keep him in prison the rest of his life, Please help us, As always we need money for. 
defense, We managed somehow to scrape up the money to free Wayne from prison on $12,500 
boné ‘reduced from $25,000 on Tuesday, July 2.) We aren't asking for large amounts frea 
anyone, But if everyone will just give between one and ten dollars we will be able to 

get the money needed for “court costs end attorneys. We need at least $5,000 just to begin 
the defense and probably an additional $10,000 dollars to continue through with what may 
be a very long and costly defense. F NS 


The problem is more than Wayne's defense, though. The Monday arrest and subsequent fear 
of wany people being framed on conspiracy charges thoroughly terrorized everyone living 
at the Berkeley Resistance commune. Morale is very low end most everyone has moved out 
of Grant Strect house with little irterast in keeping the house going. We consider this 
‘a very serious, desperate time which may well determine the direction and survival of 
Resistance in this cormunity. We cannot control thé actions of the police or the govern- 
ment officials here, But we must protect ourselves, We call on your encouragement and 
support for our survival. ‘i

The contradictions between the new and the old‘is faced in ali societies. The old 
dies away and the new, the young takes its place: The youth movement in America is an 
expression of this contradiction and grows by béing alive, vigorous, fresh and vital. 
It grows because the system of imperialism, the highest stage of capitalism, is rapidly 
decaying. Wars of national liberation without coupled with the struggle for black lib- 
eration and a rejection of authoritarianism within is leading to the crack-up of 
America's empire-and between the cracks a revolutionary youth movement begins to assert 
that the new society will not just serve the few and will serve all the people. 

The development of the revolutionary youth movement is a strategy to move from & 
predominately elite student based movement to more oppressed and less privileged work- 
ipgclass youth es a way to deepen, intensify and expand the revolutionary youth move- 
tient. This does not,mean that we stop developing a broad based anti-imperialist move- 
ment on campuses or that we devote all of our time organizing working classs youth. 

-Rather we continue to develop a broad based anti-imperialist movement on campus while 
expanding into all areas where youth are concentrated-high schools, junior colleges, 

-the army and jobs. Tits eeas : . 
Generally, young people have ‘less at stake in the status quo of the society, hever.. 
morte open attitudes and innovating ideas, have more of a collective orientation and 
are more willing to move in a revolutionary way. The crisis in imperialism-the war in 
Viet Nam, rising taxes, thiher costs of living, fewer and fever jobs and the resulting 
loss of legitimacy-has increased the’ pressure on the system. This pressure has bro- 

-ught about a crisis in bourgeois social forms-the decay of both bourgeois ideology and 
vourgeois culture. The family is falling apart, kids are leaving home, youth search 
for new ways to collectively live together, traditional woman's "roles" are being 
rejected, and the myths of freedom and democracy are found to be bald faced lies. No 

‘ longer are youth's heroes Horatio Alger and the Madison Avenue businessman-lawyer 
now Che, Mao, the Black Panthers and the National Liberation Front provide youth with 
inspiration and models. . ary i : re 

Beginning with culture-the Supremeg , John Lee’ Hooker, the blues gruoups~and 
developing through the Black Panther Party and Huey Newton, the black struggie for 
national liberation has ‘had a profound effect on this generation. Black singers and 
freedom fighters brought us claser to the culture and needs of Black America. The 
effect of black ‘liberation struggle coupled with anti-authoritarianism has lead the 
youth rebellion into rejection of the state, a refusal to be socialized into plastic 
American society and a determination to create a state which serves the needs of the 
people. i : oe a a : 

: It is not that youth are the most oppresséd or that life is the hardest for 

them but rather that they are hurt directly and'severely by imperialism. Because of 

the oppression of youth under imperialism youth from all classes will unite. This 

is the way to spread the anti-imperialist movement to the proletariat as a whole. 

Especially black and third world youth are’ hit hardest by being dually oppressed- 

both nationally and as members of the working classs-and will be in the vanguard of the 

strugele.

Youth are hurt by imperialism directly through the schools, jobs, the army and 

the pigs. Schools do not serve the people but serve the: corporete interest of monopoly 
capitalism. Young people are socialized and beaten down to fit the mold leid out by 
rich businessmen who sit on the schools' boards of directors. :On the job, exclusiveness

‘senerority. Labor unions tighten their grip to protect their members and force youth 
. into unemployment or into the worst jobs with the worst working conditions. The 

need to protect the American empire has resulted in higher draft calls and increasing 
militarization of civilian life to keep an army of 3 and 1/2 million on guard around 
the world. This falls heaviest on youth-over half the deaths in Viet Nam have been in 
18 to 19 age group. As the controls create more pressure and more rebellion, the pigs 
and the courts move in to enforce the restrictions. Increasingly pigs move to enforce 
pot busts, curfews, and any youth motion whatsoever (People's Park is a good example). 
The courts enforce laws drawn up by corrupt politicians, Dirksen, Dodd, Eastland and 
their like, who talk about "law'and ordér" as they more and more sound like the facists 
in Germary in 1933. The oppression in the schools , jobs; army and enforced by the pigs 
and the courts clearly shows us the necessity’ of organizing and spreading: revolutionary 
ideas whereever there are large groups” of “& youth, 

Recognizing that 70% of the youth are in working class-a revolutionary youth move= 
ment will be a working class movement. The youth of all classes lead by the UG LERE EEE 
will be the only force which can create a ew society. 


-RSU Background 


Recently, it has become increasingly clear that the RSU has largely 
(but not completely) failed in its endeavor to become the mass radical 
student organization on the Berkeley campus. Its inability to operate 
during the TWLF strike and the Peoples! Park crises is indicative of its 
problems. Why has this happened? 

in forming the RSU two important funckions were seen as necessary 
for building a mass organization. First, there was the need for political 
leadership that would not only. serve in crises, but would give direction 
to mass organization as well... Second,: it was also seen as essential 
that projects be organized that would serve the needs of the students 
and community, and at the same time involve ‘large numbers of people, thus 
building the base for a mass organization. Unfortunately for the RSU 
its plans were sent into a tailspin by the TWLF strike and it never 
recovered. In the process of the tail spin the RSU has reversed its 
original conceptions and become isolated on campus and politically diffuse. 

In developing the RSU, the importance of bringing the large numbers 
of Berkeley radicals into oné organization was stressed time and again. 
Projects were initiated and plans for organizing large numbers of students 
were suggestdd. However, as time passed, RSU moved in the opposite 
direction, Instead of taking .the lead and functioning as afi organization 
jto educate students and bring them into the Strike and Park crises, the 
‘RSU became participants in the movement, often to the extent that members — 
were acting Independently rather than as RSU members. For instance, 
during both crises since its formation the RSU failed to organize stu-- 
dents, failed to develop political positions, and spent many hours dis- 
cussing issues rarely being able to put out a leaflet. This obviously ~ 
served to isolate RSU from the very movement with which it was trying 
to hook-up and gave the often-true impression that RSU was the organiza-~" 
tion for the intellectual elite of the Berkeley movement. 

_ Likewise, RSU has been unable to move very far from its eclectic 
political beginnings. In practice, diffuse politics led to programs that 
had little meaning. So, when the RSU passed Its Spring program, "The° 
Schools Must Serve The People", it meant everything for everybody and thus, 
in practice, little for anybody. Partly because of the TWLF strike and 
mostly because of political inexperience, we acted as individuals in 
crises. and in the RSU, keeping political education and discussion to a 
minimum. Internally, that left three political groupings, only one of 


which was ever clearly discernable. The largest grouping considered 
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‘themselves pro-workily~class (many SDS), but ey Seats and thus 


“unable to effectively influence the left~liberals in the movement. 


This left the ISC as the only organized grouping in the RSU. In« 
effect, the loose political organization left the RSU unable to develop 
principles of political unity. A ee 

‘| The sum of political diffuseness and little practice was an organ- 
ization ‘unable to build the strong anti-imperialist pro-working-class 
movement necessary for a revolutionary movement. Without political 
direction, the RSU had difficuity in practice, which in turn limited 
its ability to improve its politics and similarly its practice, to-the 
point that the organization was beginning to stagnate politically. 

On the other hand, the lack of experienced political leadership 
left a gap for many new people to develop politically. Toward the 
future the Sevelciawent of sew leadership gives the RSU a greater chance 
to fulfill its initial goals. As RSU~SDS grows internally training 
new leadership and creating coilectives, it will be able to develop 
its politics and expand its base. 


RSU and SDS 


The development of the revolutionary youth movement throughout the 
country in the past couple of years has been best reflected in the 
growth of SDS into an organization of tens of thousands of members and 
hundreds of chapters. SDS is presently the only national mass organ- 
ization in the country. It has been the focus for activism all over 
the nation, and in many places it is the only organized radical” group 
ona campus. It is generally looked to and known by young people- 
and others- as the organization of militants on campus. As a Dow 
striker said recently upon meeting a Standford SDS member: "Oh, youtre 
from SDS. Well, burn this place (the Dow factory) down." In the past 
year SDS has emerged from the eclecticism of the New Left into a mass 
organization struggiing to achieve clarity and comprehension in the 
development of Marxist theory and its application and interpretation (s) 
to contemporary American capitalism. This development has been exe ; 
tremely rapid, sometimes resulting in abruptness, dogmatism, rhetoric 
and sectarianism, Nevertheless, the very existance of a mass organiza~ 
tion- still extremely loosely organived- debating and formulating a 
Marxist analysis and strategy for the U.S. must be seen as a very 
exciting-and important development-~one which cannot be put easily 
aside, and one to which we feel radicals and revolutionaries through- 
out the country should relate. Too many local SDS chapters have too 
often abdicated their responsibility to formulate political positions 
and engage in political debate, thus leaving ‘politics! to the National 
Office to develop alone, 

; The heavy rhetoric, elitism and sectarianism which many SDS members 
have reacted against during the last NC could be alleviated by the 
development of strong and articulate regional and local organizations 
which accept their responsibility for hhe political development of 
SDS. SDS can and should reflect and he :nfiuenced by the thinking and 
actions of its base. Insofar as the RSU by joining SDS can establish 
an active and vital local organization- and aid in the development of a 
regional organization- we can add to and influence SDS both nationally 
and locally. By uniting with SDS we are not bound to change our 
politics to conform to a particular line, but only to develop them 
based on debate and exchange within our region, with other regions, and 
with a national perspective. We are not joining a democratic centralist 
organization ts which we must submerge our political line. Our goal 
in joining SDS should be to consciously develop organizational and 


oretical madels which can be brought to national SDS so that the 
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Even though there has been a grovth of local SDS chapters in the Bay Area, we 
have not yet been able to organizationally recognize th¢development of a regional econ- 
omy and regional government (including coordination of local police forces) in the 
Bay area, Each local group has had to develop ad hoc mehtods of coping with the 
regional connections of vuling class institutions. If the People's Park mo¥ement 
or the SRI movement sees theheed for a coordinated attack on the U.C. or the components 
of SRI, we create a temporary regional group to deal with the probelm, After the 
crisis fades, however, we return to our locales to await the next historical moment 
when we are forced to work together, missing almost daily opportunities for more ef- 
fective work built upon more effective coordination, 5,F. State was not a local issue, 
many other chapters could have built arcund t he issues and Lessons of the struggle 
there; taxes are not a local issue; the crisis ‘vi state and local finance is not a 
local issue; etc, A regional organizavion could allow us to begin to develop a 
strategy responsive to the objective conditions confronting us. 

During the recent past, we have also watched many brothers and sisters leave 
the campus to work in the Bay Area ia other capacities (eg, women's liberation groups, 
working class organizing, etc) Since the people we want to reach live and work through- 
out the region, our work has taekn us outside theformal co nfines of one city. (our 
cry: 'Follow BART') A regional organization would reflect this trend in our work. 

It too would help pull in numerous individuals who have left the campuses to work 
as well as working class young people wno never attended college, 

A regional Penner could also help break dow the political provincialism 
of local groups which becomes prevalent. when out preoccupations are strictly local. 

The other side of this coin 5 ri gion would enable the movement to strengthen 
certain locales where ovganization is weak (eg, some jr. colleges, ) 

Thus a regional organisation would aGeece both campus and off campus groups, Its 
orientation wald not simply focus on canpus coordination, but on the needs of all 
movement groups. Toward this end, a region cald offer service functions (see below) 

; coordination, and the needed interaction between many varied - types of work. 

The region should also take on the necessary question of repression ™, which 
is affecting both on and off campus groups, in Berkeley as well as San Mateo. (eg 
the Brandon trail which few of us +e adle to relate to and act around.) 

Finally, a regional organisation chould establish close fraternal ties with 
Third World groups in the region. 

WHY A POLITICAL REGLON? 

Ideology flows in part from practice..frdm our assessment, through practice, of 
what this country looks like, If ov rk and our life experience are confined to 
one environment~ one group of people a: theirparticular probelms- chances are 
great that our political per express that Limitation, A regional organiza- 
tion could begin to break do Local. provincialism, +t could provide the 
forms through which local groups might begin to develop a more balanced political 
perspective and, from that, a vVieble rogional strategy. 

Strategy is more than a coordinated response to “Local acLions or joint partici- 
pation in mass events. Strategy is as s of political decisions which grows out 
of ideology, Thepnti -var-anti. -ruling class demonstrations phanned for the fall 
could be a stepping stone toward the ‘opment of such. a regional strategy or it 
could be merely another regional inob on, leaving the daily concerns- the theoretical 
and strategic development of ine groups involved still isolated fiom one antoher. 

We believe that any attemot to establish a regional grouping that is not self- 
consciously striving toward the “deviorment of a theoretical perspective would in the 
end be self-defeating, would re e inforee the tendencies toward elitism and sectarianisn 
in the movement, and wouldoe an abnegation of our responsibilities to the development 
of a revolutionary movement in this country. 

THE ORGANIZATION AND FUNCTION OF A SDS REGION 

The organization would have an office (location to be determined) with a staff 
of five or six. The staff, as well as the political strategy and goals of the region, 
would be determined by a regional council, representation being one person from each

‘political comissarism' of the scaff, and a stimulus for the creatdoucor strategy 
theory, and program, ‘The council would meet reguiarly- perhaps once every 3 or 4 
weeks- and on an emergency basis when necessary. The staff would be full time. 

The staff would consist of at least two full time organizers, a person in charge 
of stockpiling and distributing literature and films (from all over the nation), a 
money person (to raise funds for the office), a propaganda person to deal with reprints 
of material, a newsletter (7) and original material, an office manayer (7) and others., 

The functions of the staf? would include: 1. literature, 2-newsletter, 3-a speakers 
Pool, 4. Local contacts, 5. netional communication, 6- research material, 7- organizing 
in areas where we are weak (eg, jr. colleges, hign schools, the National Guard, etc) 
8~ maintenance of ties with Third World groups, Etc, : 

Possibly one of the first tasks of such a region wouldbe the calling of 
three joint conferences with Trird World groups: 1- a joint conference on jr. College 
work 2. a joint conferenc school organizing, 3-. a joint conference on working 
class organising. Another possible conference might de considered on our media for 


the Bay area, 
SDS CAUCUS 

The RSU should take into account that at the moment very concrete plans 
are being made by SDS chapters in northern California to form a well 
organized SDS region. The question of joining with SDS is therefore 

not only @ tnational!? question but alco one of immediate local and 
regional concern. We urge all those interested in the local, regioal 
and ‘ional perspectives put forth in this paper to form an SDS caucus. 
The yval of the caucus would be to put these perspectives into action- 
carrying on internal educetion in RSU to move it to become an SDS chapter, 
begin to deveiop political principles upon which the chapter and region 
and would be based and most importantly to work on a political program 
and projects toward transforming our visions into reality. A meeting

politics of the NO and the scores of local chapters will be the result 
of the clearest and most o%mprehensive analysis possible. We do not, 
for example, necessarily nave to accept the parameters of debate 
established between the Weatherman and the RYM 11 proposals which were 
put forth at the last NC. We are mére than free to develop a perspec- 
tive of our ovwn- put it forward and fight for it. This has been made 
easier- and will have more constructive results~- because of the ex- 
pulsion of PLP. 

We should be clear--gither RSU should join with SDS and fight for 


projection fo onally, if those who argue for not joining 
SDS put forth ptincipled differences with SDS they should also argue 
that those principled differences should be reflected elsewhere in the 
country. Either we join with SDS, or build RSU's everywhere. The 
only other elternative would be to argue that the RSU meets a peculiar 
and unique need of Berkeley and is not in line with the general develop- 
ment of politics throughout the nation. The end result of, and the 
motivation for this position is »> reinforce the provincialism which 
influences much of the Berkeley movement. SDS at this point, we 
believe, represents the locus of political debate and discussion of 
revolutionaries in the U.S. To ignore it is to in part ignore that 
debate, and more importantly to ignore the building of organizational 
forms which will enable us to create a mass movement of revolutionary

Jeff Gordon began his speech by attacking the resolution

such a discussion should be held at a later date. A short time 
later a vote was taken and it was decided that the panel on 
imperialism would go on as planned,’ 

Gordon began his remarks on imperialism by stating that 
the primary contradiction in the world today was between imp- 
erialism and the oppressed workers and peasants of the world, 
He said that the best way. to judge if a struggle was anti- 
imperialist was to ask "does that struzsle weaken capitalism", 


On self-determination, Gordon said, that there could be no 
self-determination or idevendence of any kind without socialisn, 
Gordon's entire approach to defe erialism was inter- 
national, 


The FL speaker ended his talk by commenting on revision- 
ism, He used tne betrayal of the Russian Revolution by post- 
Stalinist revisionists and the cultural revolution in China

In general, discussions centered around hospitals 
and people working in the medical professions. Three 
females, identities unknown, spoke on women's rights; the 
oppression of women in this society; and about women's 
rights being equal to that of men.

Lynn Wells, who was defeated at the June, 1968, 
SDS National Convention when she ran against Bill Ayers for 
the post of National Education Secretary, was the next 
speaker. 


Wells talked about women’s need to control their 
own bodies, saying that they should. be able to have ‘abortions 
if they so wished. 


The third female, name unknown,. white, described 
as being about 5'3" tall, 120 pounds, with light brown hair, 
dressed in a blue shirt and black slacks, with a slightly 
crooked nose, talked about specifics of how women working 
in hopsitals are repressed. She also mentioned that some 
action is planned for Chicago but did not mention’ details 
of that action. She called for an end to genocide, saying 
that in Cook County, Yllinois, women, particularly black 
and brown women, have their tubes tied to preclude child 
bearing.

Coleman himself. made the. following comments at the 


“ convention: 


The demonstration to be held during October, 1965, 
tn Chicago, Illinois to protest United States involvement in 
Vietnam and to protest the trials of individuais indicted 
for their actions during the Democratic National Convention 
was called for initially by the leadership ox the RYM I. 
Coleman referred to this demonstration as the "Chicags 
Action" and referred to the RYM I as the "Weathermen Group." 


Coleman stated that the RYM [ had taken the lead 
in organizing the "Chicago Action.” He explained that this 
faction has stated that they desire to see bloodshed even 
before the "Chicago Action” begins. People, RYM I leaders 
have stated, will be seriously injured and even killed in 


Chicago before the mass march is scheduled to begin, 


Coleman explained that the reason the RYM i faction 


has stated the above will occur is because of their belief 


that the only way to radicalize whites is through bloodshed 


Coleman further explained that the RYM 1 has failed 
the participation Marxist-Leninist proletarian- 
type groups in the "Chicago Action.” In fact, Coleman staved, 
the RYM I group has made no effort to get thee roups 
involved in this matter. In particular, no effort has been

The only individuals’ whom the RYM I have invited 
to participate in this protest are hippies, yippies, drug 
ated. 


Coleman explained that in terms of ideology members 
of the RYM 1 believe that the entire white working class is 
reactionary and that members of “the movement" must attack 
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the white worker in’ the same manner as whembers of "the 
movement" attack American imperialism and American 
-capitalisn. . 


, The above, Coleman stated, explains why the RYM I 
_€aetioa has failed to recruit white proletarian groups in 
the ‘Chicago Action.” 


Coleman further stated that there are a number 
of reasons why the RYM I has failed to obtain the participation 
of the BPP in the "Chicago Action," 


First of all, he explained, the effort on the part 
of the BPP and the RYM I to unite in a united front failed 
this summer in Oakland, California. Coleman stated that 
the BPP at this meeting was influenced heavily by the 
Communist Party, USA,(CPUSA)., In addition, the “Chicago 
Action" was initiated. by the RYM 1. The BPP, which looks 
upon itself as the vanguard of the revolution and the 
leadership for the revolution, are reluctant to participate 
in a matter which was initiated by white hippies. The BPP 
would prefer to participate only in matters which they 
initiate, 


Coleman further stated that while the BPP is not 
reluctant to become involved in fights with the police the 
BPP desires to fight on their own terms and under circumstances 
which they have initaited. 


Regarding the 'Chicago Action," the RYM I has 
stated that "mass slaughter" will occur in Chicago, and 
the BPP is reluctant to participate in an activity of this 
type in a secondary role. 


fn addition, Coleman explained that the BPP has 
no desire to be exploited and used by a white organization. 


BOMEELD EIR 
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Coleman: further. explained. that the BPP is basically 

a black proletarian organization while the RYM I is a hippie- 
type, student, youth movement, and the antithesis of a 

| proletariaa group. Thus, there is an additional reluctance, 
“ideologically, on the part of the Panthers to participate in 
an activity with such an organization. The RYM I is simply not 

-‘ oriented toward the building of proletarian organizations 

“. as all good communist organizations should be. 


Coleman further stated that with the activity in 
. Chicago the RYM is showing that it does not desire to serve 
‘the people but rather that RYM 1 desires to actually "fight 
the people." The RYM I faction looks upon white workers 
with disgust in the same light as the ruling capitalistic 
imperialists, Inasmuch as RYM I has called for "blood to 
be spilled," they are not serving the people, 


. Coleman explained that the RYM I plans to bring 
thousands of young people to Chicago and to turn them loose 
on the city. RYM I has not planned this demonstration in 
"a rational manner, and they expect that spontaneous confrontations 
will arise during the protest. RYM 1 leaders are hoping that 
’ extremely spontaneous confrontations will occur during "the 
- action.” 


: During his talk Coleman challenged the philosophy 
of the RYM I. regarding “the action" and stated that the RYM II 
should "take over the Chicago Action." Whether we like it 
or not, Coleman stated, "the action" will affect the entire 
nation, and the entire nation will be aware of this activity. 
"The Action" will affect organizing in the New Left Movement 
throughout the country. If "the action" is a "bad thing" 
it would adversely affect RYM II even though RYM IT would 
not be involved in the activity. 


Thus, Coleman stated, it is extremely important 
for RYM If to get involved in this matter and to see that the 
demonstration proceeds along the correct ideological path, 


CONPTBENTISE 
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_By correct ideological path,.Coleman explained, revolutionary, 
Marxist-Leninist, proletarian groups must be involved in this 
matter. In addition, youth throughout the nation should come 
to Chicago and become involved in "the action" to show to 
themselves their unity, but they should not “spiil their 
blood." : 


. Coleman emphasized that.means must be found to 
insure that RYM II people do not become "caught up" in the 

’ senseless violence that RYM I leaders desire to see occur 
in Chicago. - . 


. As to how to take over the leadership of "the 
action" and to how not to become involved in senseless 
violence, Coleman stated it was the job of those in attendance 
at this convention to formulate plans and proposais at this 
time. 


Among those in attendance there was a great deal 
of uneasiness and questioning regarding how RYM II would 
take over the leadership of "this action." Coleman was 

' cognizant of this feeling and began to clap and chant "HO HO 
HO CHI MINH, DARE TO STRUGGLE, DARE TO WIN." Coleman 
chanted and clapped until all joined with him. The result 
of the chanting and clapping was that uneasiness and 
questioning regarding how RYM Ii would take over "the action" 
‘began to disappear. 


Coleman then began to address himself to the 
question of how RYM II could assume leadership of "the 
action." 


Coleman explained that the leadership of the BPP 
had criticized “the action" and stated they would not 
participate in it. In addition, statements were expected 
shortly from the leadership of the Young Lords in Chicago 
and other radical proletarian groups. . 
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oe Fant Coleman éxplained that he thought RYM II could 
“*.convinece the leaders of. this organization to participate 
in "the action" if it were led by RYM II. It is important, 
Coleman explained, to give the BPP an interest in "the 
‘ action." 


Coleman stated that RYM II could make the freeing 
of political prisoners and the publicity of the BPP Breakfast 
-, Organization as objectives of "the action." In addition, 
- REM IT could invite Panthers to function as marshals during 
-.the demonstration. ; 


omer Coleman further stated that he desired to see 
- RYM II sponsor neighborhood rallies prior to the. demonstration 
to attract additional support from local people in the 
‘working-class districts. in Chicago. Coleman pointed out 
that the members of RYM I, not being interested in organizing 
among workers, were not interested in this type of activity. 


: Coleman further pointed out that RYM I had made 
no effort to obtain the support of factory workers for this 
demonstration and that, RYM II should do the above. An 
unknown individual in the audience asked Coleman whether 
or not the BPP and the Young Lords would participate in this 
demonstration if it were led by RYM II. 


Coleman responded by stating that he thought 
these groups would participate if "the action" was changed 
' from as planned by RYM I to as suggested by him. 


While Coleman was responding to this question, 
Margaret Hortenstine was overheard to state that in Chicago 
Les Coleman is extremely close to the leadership of the BPP 
and spends a great deal of time with the BPP, Because of this 
close relationship, she believes that Coleman would not have 
made the statements about the BPP unless he had "inside 
information that the Panthers would participate in "the 

action" with RYM II leadership.

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Coleman reiterated that he desires to see RYM II 
organize a well-planned demonstration and obtain the 
participation of proletarian, Marxist-Leninist groups. 
Though he does not desire to see bloodshed, he indicated 
that bloodshed night result from confrontations which 
will undoubtedly take place with local authorities, 


- Regarding the above, Coleman explained that Chicago 
jis an extremely oppressive city. In his opinion, Mayor 
Daley of Chicago had restrained himself during the Democratic 
National Convention, June, 1969, for fear of harsh reaction 
by the public. Coleman explained that Daley learned, 
subsequent to the June Democratic National Convention, that 
the public generally supported lis action relative to the 
demonstrators. As a result, Coleman feared that even more 
oppressive measures would be instituted by authorities in 
Chicago. 


Coleman indicated that, in his opinion, Chicago 
authorities would place individuals among the demonstrators 
to provoke them. The individuais placed among the 
demonstrators would also provoke the police, hoping that 
other demonstrators would come to their aid. This tactic 
will give the police an excellent opportunity to justify 
the use of extremely oppressive measures. 


= Coleman stated he believes the Chicago police 
will even shoot those participating in the demonstration. 


Coleman, however, encouraged those in attendance 
to participate in "the action" and stated it was absolutely 
necessary that RYM IJ participate in and assume leadership 
of "the action.” Coleman explained that, whiie participating 
in "the action," RYM IT will be able to "win over" members 
of RYM 1 to RYM IT.

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. Colenan stated that the demonstration should serve 
the people, including the rank and file members of the RYM I 
group, He suggested that RYM II provide security forces 

and medical, legal, and logistical personnel to assist all 
demonstrators. 


. Effect of Les Coleman's Address 


Prior to Coleman's speech, the general feeling 
among those in attendance at the convention was that RYM II 
should not participate in "the action" in Chicago. Most 
felt that, because proletarian groups had not been asked 
to participate and were, in fact, not participating in 
"the action," it would be contrary to good politics and 
against principle for RYM II to participate in “the Chicago 


- Action.” 


During his speech, however, Coleman had challenged 
this belief and stated that we, meaning the RYM 11, should 


'"take over the Chicago Action." 


The effect of Coleman's speech was to change the 


attitude of those present from desiring not to participate 


in the demonstration to one of participating and seizing 
the leadership in the demonstration away from the RYM 1. 


Speech Regarding Visit of SDS Members to North Vietnam - 


‘North Vietnamese Nationals Instruct SDS to Get the Maximum 


Number of Americans Involved in the Anti-War Movement 


The next speaker, whose identity is unknown, is 
described as follows:

This individual discussed his experiences in North 
Vietnam and advised that’ he and several other individuals 
who are members of the RYM I faction recently visited North 
Vietnam. He stated he had been invited to travel to North 
Vietnam by the North Vietnamese. He explained the North 
Vietnamese had asked individuals from different factions in 
SDS and from other anti-war groups to go to North Vietnam, 
The group traveled to Hanoi via Havana, Cuba. 


This individual stated that, while he was in North 
Vietnam, he was told by North Vietnamese that when he came 
pack to the United States he was to get as many Americans 
as possible involved: ~ in the anti~Vietnam War 
protest demonstrations in the United States. This person 
stated that North Vietnamese had informed him that "all out 
efforts" should be made to insure that a maximum number of 
Americans become involved in these demonstrations, 


North Vietnamese nationals pointed out that members 
of the movement in the United States should not only get those 
who identify with Marxism-Leninism invotved in the demonstrations 
but that all. Americans opposed to the war shovid- participate 
in those demonstrations. 


\ONELDENELS 
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This person further stated that while in North 
Vietnam. the North Vietnamese informed him that leaders 
‘of the New Left Movement should develop anti-war slogans for 
both the masses and the leaders of the anti-war movement. 
The slogans for the masses should be designed to attract 
as many Americans as possible and to accomplish this 
objective they should not contain communist or Marxist- 
Leninist jargon, The North Vietnamese pointed out that 
communist jargon will inhibit support among the mass of 
Americans, The North Vietnamese explained 
that they, of course, will win the war in the end anyway 
but that to bring the struggle to an early end it is absolutely 
important that there be an extreme struggle within the United 
States and that great pressure be brought to bear by the 
American people against the American Government to bring 
the war to a quick end. 


In effect then, the speaker relayed to those 
present at the convention instructions which he had received 
in North Vietnam to others active in SDS .to 
get as many Americans as possible involved in the anti-war 
“movement. 


The speaker pointed out that throughout the visit 
to North Vietnam members. of RYM I and RYM II made efforts to 
get the North Vietnamese to indicate that the ideological 
stand taken by their faction was correct. The speaker pointed 
out that the North Vietnamese were careful not to take sides 
in this factionalism occurring within SDS.

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_ E. Speech by Marv Treiger - Specific 
“.'Proposals for Revolutionary Youth 
. Movement (RYM) II Activities 


of. In the afternoon Marv Treiger from the San Francisco 
-- area spoke before the convention regarding the Chicago 
Action to be held during October, 1969. Treiger started’ 
his speech by stating, "Get out your pens and take notes, 
people." Treiger then discussed specific proposals for 
protest activity to be sponsored by RYM II. , 


Treiger made the following four proposals: 


1. <A National Action in Chicago in the Fall 
relating opposition to the war to the theme of "Serve 
‘the People. " 


; 2. A political line for the above action 
‘pased on the principal slogan "U.S. Get Out of Vietnam 
Now!" with a number of secondary slogans. 


3. The launching of a year of solidarity with 

the Vietnamese, including mobilizing for the November 8 
-Tocal actions and the planning of a "Spring offensive" 

“of RYM II against the war. 


; 4. The creation of an interim Steering Committee 
‘to guide RYM II in the coming period. 


Regarding Treiger's suggestion for a National 
Action in Chicago in the Fall relating opposition to. the 
war to the theme of "Serve the People," he made the following 
comments: 


We must call for a series of militant, mass 
demonstrations in Chicago, Illinois, during October 8-11, 
1969, to get the United States out of Vietnam. These 
demonstrations must culminate in a massive march on 
Saturday, October 11, 1969. The theme of the march and 
the activity leading up to it is “Serve the People - Get 
the U. S. Out of Vietnam Now!"

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, Treiger related that only carefully thought-out 
plans will enable us to win the confidence of the people 
and expose the enemy and deal him a defeat. He stated 

that it is therefore essential, to spell out the main 
actions we launch so that the fullest consciousness of 
the people can be brought to bear in concrete deeds 
against the enemy. . 


= Treiger further stated that we should call for 
actions involving institutions. that oppress the people 
instead of serving then. 


oo At this point an unknown white female commented 
‘that she has done research on the public welfare hospital 
in Cook County, Illinois, and has learned that it is a 
genocidal institution pertaining to black and brown women. 
This woman indicated that RYM iI should focus its attention 
on these Imperialistic hospitals for they oppress women. 
She stated that most hospital workers are women and they 
are.proletarian black and brown women. In addition, she 
stated RYM II must expose the white supremacBtand male 

' gupremcist regimes that run these hospitals. 


This woman further stated that RYM II must oppose 
“the Imperialistic urban expansion that destroys working 
class communities surrounding the hospitals RYM Il, 
. further, must expose the genocidal sterilization practices 
‘.in these hospitals and put a stop to them. 


Treiger then commented regarding what this woman 

had stated. He argued that these actions should focus 

on a hospital with flagrant anti-people, anti-women, anti- 
Third World practices, as well as on organizations and 

their offices that carry through these policies. We should 
‘seek to unite the community, Treiger stated, with the work 
force in the hospitals, | the patients and with the people 
struggling against the war. 


Treiger further commented that RYM II must carry 
on other actions each day of the week which will include 
opposing the “blood tax" of the Draft Board, the war taxes 
of the Treasury Department, and the "mind tax" of the Board 
of Education. 


CONPEDENE EAE 
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Treiger further stated that RYM II must call for 
actions around institutions created by the people themselves 
petter designed to "serve the people." These actions, he 
stated, will be to support proletarian institutions such 
as the "Breakfast for Children" program of the BPP and 

‘ the "Day Care Center" of the Young Lords organization. 
The goal of RYM II, Treiger stated, must be to give real 
aid to actual institutions of the people. . 


RYM II must also call for activities designed to 
reach workers at the point of production in the community 
of Chicago, climaxing in a mass rally in front of the 
Harvester Plant. Treiger stated that rallies on street 
corners and at people's theaters must be held to educate 
people and to involve them in the struggle. 


In addition, Treiger stated we must put together 
a disciplined mass demonstration of thousands in front of 
the Courthouse when the “Conspiracy 8" trial is held in 
Chicago. In addition, the killings and jailings of black 
leaders must be stopped. ; 


: Movement Centers must be established to coordinate 
the week's activities, provide housing for out of towners, 
prepare legal and medical aid and act as clearing houses. 

-The Movement Centers, Treiger stated, must receive a high 
priority, for without adequate coordination this program 
will not succeed. The first task of the Movement Centers 
will be to give greater concreteness to our plans and to 
assist in the distribution of literature. The new RYM II 
Office in Chicago will constitute the first Movement Center. 


Regarding Treiger's second suggestion that RYM II 
must adopt a political line for the action based on the 


principal slogan, "U.S. Get Out of Vietnam Now!" and a 
number of secondary slogans, he made the following remarks:

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Politics must be placed in command of everything. 

: The principal political slogan for the action will be 
-"U.S, Get Out of Vietnam Now'" Much of the success of 

the action will depend on RYM II's ability to combine 

unity with diversity. Treiger suggested a number of other 

secondary slogans™ to espouse during the action. These 

included support for the National Liberation Front, causing 

the schools to serve the people, self determination for 

black nations, the freeing of political prisoners, etc. 


Regarding Treiger's third suggestion that RYM II 
launch a “year of solidarity with the Vietnamese," he made 
. the following remarks: 


; RYM II must declare 1969-1970 as the "year of 
solidarity with the Vietnamese" and must build a mass 
movement that can unite all who can be united under working 
class leadership. RYM II, therefore, should call upon all 

‘areas to create regional committees of solidarity with the 
Vietnamese with stress on the inclusion of Marxist-Leninist, 
‘proletarian organizations. 


Regional committees that build and organize the 
Chicago Action during October, 1969, should reconvene to 
build.actions on November 8, 1969. The success of demon- 
strations will enable us to carry out a massive campaign 
in the Spring of 1970. 


Treiger further stated that our Vietnamese 
brothers and sisters have made it clear that they welcome 
these developments. The above, Treiger declared, is the 
internationalist duty of RYM II. 


Regarding Treiger's fourth suggestion that an 
interim Steering Committee be created to guide RYM II 
“work, he made the following comments: 
Approximately 20 individuals should be selected 
to serve on this Steering Committee and it should be mandated 
to carry out certain tasks. 
CONSE 
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: First of all, Treiger stated, the Steering Committee 
should be assigned a staff to implement the Chicago National 
Action during October, 1969. Secondly, the ;Steering Committee 
should immediately call for a meeting of organizations in 
Chicago to issue a joint call for the Chicago Action. Thirdly, 
Treiger stated, the RYM II should plan and organize for 

-- additional meetings of the RYM II.

Treiger presented an extremely detailed and well- 
organized speech. It was obvious that he had spent a great 
deal of time developing the proposals set forth in his speech. 
Those in attendance accepted his. proposals and no one was 
opposed to then. : 


F.Workshops - Additional Discussion Regarding 
the October, 1969, Demonstrations in Chicago 


Those in attendance at the convention then broke 
into discussion groups and workshops were held. 


The workshops functioned as vehicles to direct 
people to go back and recruit people from their areas to 
come to Chicago and participate in the protest activity 
in October. . ‘ 


Les Coleman was observed attending the workshop 
on campus organizing; he functioned as the leader of this 
workshop. 


Coleman discussed techniques for controlling 
individuals participating in the Chicago Action. He 
‘explained that on the local level affinity groups should 
be organized. These groups would consist of medical, ; 
logistical, leadership, and rank and file members, They 
would function as separate units during the action in Chicago. 
The affinity groups will serve as a means to preserve order 
and function as a method whereby RYM II leaders.can direct 
the demonstration. 
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; These groups, Coleman stated, should consist of 
approximately one dozen individuals at the most and would 
stay together throughout the demonstration. Individuals 
in the affinity groups should look out for one another, 
he stated. 


Coleman stated that if a police officer attacks 
a member of. your group and your group has enough members 
to "deal with" that one policeman, you should, Coleman’ 
i stated, "deal with" that’ one policeman. 


Coleman explained, however, that if you.see you 
are unable to cope with the situation because the policeman 
is armed or there are too many policemen, you should 
immediately leave your comrade behind. You should, however, 
he stated, very shortly return to the area to determine 

‘whether you can render assistance to your comrade. 


In contrast to this rational plan to maintain 
control, Coleman stated, is the feeling of members of the 
RYM I faction. RYM I leaders feel that all should cause 

their blood to spill and that all should become involved 
-in.a massive confrontation. 


-G. Speeches Regarding Women's Liberation

; This individual discussed projects for a hospital 
action in Chicago to show that the Cook County Hospital 
oppresses people rather than serves them. 


She explained that some members of the RYM I 
faction have suggested that the hospital be burned. She 
stated that other members of the RYM I faction have merely 
suggested that bills of debtors be burned. 


CONFIDENTIAL 
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She further stated that other individuals have 
suggested that thousands of people stand in line to receive 
medical attention and this activity, to be known as a 
"sick-in,'t would focus attention on the poor facilities 
at the hospital. 


This speaker stated, however, that this project 
would not be serving the people, for people who are- 
legitimately il] would receive no service. 


; This woman explained that a better project would 
be to encourage the working force at the hospital to stage 
a "sick-in." On a selected date, she stated, the entire 
work force would call.the hospital, indicate they were ill, 
and fail to show up for work. 


This speaker explained that RYM II is already 
-doing organizing work in the hospital and that it is 
possible that the. above described “sick-in" will become a 
reality within the near future. She herself is involved. 
in this organizing work.

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This speaker discussed Arab Nationalist organizations. 
Those attending the conference were most interested in the 
Al Fatah, an Arab terrorist guerrilla group active in the 
Middle East at the present time. 


. This individual stated that the origins of the 
Arab, liberation movement go ‘pack before the time when the 
Israelies came to the Middle East when the Arabs were fighting 
for their liberation against the Turks. He stated that 
one of the first proletarian revolutions to occur in the 
world was in Lebanon. 


The Al Fatah, he stated, is financed by petty 
bourgeois and Bourgeois Palestinians who fled Palestine. 
Their purpose in giving to Al Fatah funds is to liberate 
Palestine from the Jews. 


Al Fatah, he stated, is a Marxist-Leninist organi- 
zation but the organization cannot publicly so state, for 
they will lose support from the bourgeoisie. 


This individual further explained that the Soviet 


‘Union is indirectly giving aid to Al Fatah and other Arab 


Nationalist organizations. The aid is given directly to 
Arab nations and it then flows into the hands of the Nationalist 
organizations. 


Tnis individual asked that the New Left movement 
render support to the Arab Nationalist movement. He further 
asked that members of the New Left movement give financial 
support by subscribing to Arab magazines. He mentioned 
several Arab magazines, one of which is published in Toronto, 
Canada. 


Individuals in attendance at the convention 
generally supported the speaker's comments.

In September, 1968, a source advised that the 
Revolutionary Union, commonly known to its. membership as 
the Red Union (RU), was formed in early 1968 as a covert, 
revolutionary, Marxist-Leninist organization ideologically 
oriented toward Communist China, which it views as the 
model of the correct revolutionary Marxist-Leninist line as 
developed through MAO Tse-tunp. The RU advocates the necessity 
of violent revolution and open guerrilla warfare to overthrow 
the existing political svstem in the United States and effect 
radical changes in this nation, and some members are collecting 
firearms, explosives, and other weapons and have engaged'in 
guerrilla warfare an? firearms training. In the San Francisco 
Bay Area, the RU consists of three locals, one.each in San 
Francisco, the East Bay, and the Peninsula. 


In April, 1969, a second source advised that the RU 
partially surfaced during that month through advertisements in 
select "New Left" periodicals, identifying three members of the 
Executive Committee as public spokesmen and offering for sale 
select writings of the RU, including a "Statement of Principles," 
in the form of "The Red Papers." With the exception of the three 
publicly identified spokesmen, the general membership of the RU 
will remain covert; however, individual members are free to reveal 
their RU membership to close political associates as the necessities 
of political effectiveness dictate. 


The RU's published "Statement of Principles" calls for 
the smashine of the existing state apparatus by the United States 
working class and the establishment of communism and the dictatorship 
of the proletariat; recognizes the necessity of violent revolution 
and organized armed strupgpgle to achieve those ends and calls for 


the creation of a revolutionary party based upon Marxism-Leninism 
as developed through MAO Tse-tune.

It was obvious 
that BRUCE PRANKLIN put AVERY and SAIBEL up to this suggestion. 
The only positive thing arcived at was the setting up of a 
food committee to distribute food to striking workers. JACK

will seek to get donations from restaurants and food chains. 


An analysis of this first meeting would indicate that 
the workers are only interested in learning how to conduct an 
effective strike and how to get each other to support their 
respective strikes.

‘ meeting was held on Thursday, October 16, 1969 at 2170 
_Bryant, There were approximately 200 people in attendance) 
lu La. The meeting was characterized by a great deal of factional! 
strife between the old Jine CPers on the one hand and a 
number of young people from SDS and SWP.and RYM If. 


The major point of contention was over whether 
or not the Mobilzation Committee should be run by a delegated 
body made up of representatives from various organizations 
i ta that-wish-to participate in the November 15 demonstration. 
This position is favored by the CP. As opposed to those 
“people who wanted ‘the organization of mobilization steering 
committee to be comprised of anybody and everybody that 
showed up at thé Steering Committee meetings. This was 
known as participatory democracy, 


. The group favoring participatory democracy were 
made up primarily of the young people from SDS, RYM ET 
and the SWP. On the crucial vote, the vote was approximately 
160 in support of this position as against about 40 who 
wanted a delegated steering committee. 


“““AHOCHEF point there was a great deal of hasseling 
cover was the question of speakers to appear at the Polo 
Grounds where the mobilization march is to end with the 
CP favoring a broadly based group of speakers as possible, 
such as for example ABERNATHY, figures from the trade 
satus so a.-union movement, etc. The SWP and the SDS favored the 
inclusion in the speakers panel of radical revolutionary 
representatives, Tossed into this whole mess was the 
Black Panther participation at the meeting.

I've ever been to with KAYO HALLINAN threatening to mop up 
anybody and everybody who disagreed with him, with the 
revolutionary youth on the other side of the hall threaten- 
ing to go over and clean up TERENCE HALLINAN, While all 
that is going on in the back of the room there are two guys 
down in the front of the room, one of them is an old 
timer, I think from the CP who is in teamsters who is 
threatening to mop up some poor bespeckled student who is 
arguing with him about participatory democracy versus 
delegated steering committee, AS I told somebody Later 
on, if it hadn't been so serious it would have been hilarious.

On 11/13/69, [ advised that the RYM II 
conference is now reported to be scheduled for Atlanta, 
Georgia, on the weekend following Thanksgiving. The RU 
members that will attend are BRUCE FRANKLIN, Associate 
Professor of English at Stanford University who is recognized 
leader of the RU in the Stanford area, ROBERT AVAKIAN, the 
recognized leader of the RU in the Richmond-Oakland area, 
and DON MONKERUD, a member of the Executive Committee of 
the RU. This source also advised that another RU member 
would probably go with them and that it would be a female 
from the RU who was active in the Womens Liberation Movement 
which would probably be JANE FRANKLIN or MARY LOU GREENBERG.

STEVE HAMILTON, GERT ALEXANDER. Berkeley represented by DON 
MONKERUD. (It was stated that BRUCE NEUBURGER was ill and 
could not attend.) Palo Alto represented by BRUCE FRANKLIN, 
JANE FRANKLIN and a girl named JANET (LNU), who is in her 
mid-20's, fair looking, 5'6", 120 pounds, long straight 
brunette hair. San Jose represented by BARRY GREENBERG, MARY 
LOU GREENBERG, DARRELL GROVER and JIM RANSOME. San Francisco 
#1 represented by CONNIE BROZICEVIC and LINDA WREN. San 
Francisco #2 represented by DOUG NORBERG, and there is now 

a third San Francisco group represented by an individual 

Called ART. He is about 25 years old, 5'10", thin build, 

one eye cocked, and he is reportedly a student at San Francis SCO 
State. He has slightly curly medium length black hair. 

LEIBEL BERGMAN was also present and he is referred to as 

an Executive Committee member at large. 


Business was as follows: 


(1) Criticism and Self-Criticism of BARRY GREENBERG. 
GREENBERG was criticized by various individuals as being too 
intellectual and as antagonizing people with. whom he comes in 
contact. BOB AVAKIAN was critical but friendly. BRUCK FRANKLIN 
was subjectively critical. JIM RANSOME was the most 
antagonistic and said that GREENBERG should not be on the 
Steering Committee and should get a job and participate in 
mass work. LEIBEL BERGMAN gave GREENBERG some slight support 
by indicating that he had been a very hardworker. MARY LOU 
GREENBERG, who had been expected to criticize her husband, 

. merely stated that he is the most dedicated and hardworking 
person she knows. BARRY GREENBERG described himself as a 
highly dedicated Marxist-Leninist and to all intents and 
purposes any criticism of him merely passed over his head. 


(2) The San Francisco Newsreel. It was stated that 
the San Francisco Newsreel Collective has not as yet come into 
the RU. A meeting is scheduled between the RU and the San 
Francisco Newsreel during the week of 11/2 - 8/69 at 450 Alabama 
Street, Newsreel Headquarters. The RU will be represented by 
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two people from each of the collectives. The purpose of the 
meeting is to iron out certain areas of disagreement between 
the two groups, and it is expected that after this meeting 
the Newsreel will come into the RU as a group. 


(3) Moratorium Demonstrations. 


‘(a) 11/8/69 
San Jose, California 


The main emphasis of the San Jose and Palo Alto 
Collectives is to organize a march and demonstration in San 
Jose on 11/8/69 and all RU people in the Bay Area have been 
encouraged to drum up support and participation for this 
march. The main emphasis is on involving labor, particularly 
workers, at the struck PDM and GE plants. ‘The Palo Alto 
Collective has been doing considerable leafleting at 
industrial plants in the San Jose area. However, to date 
labor reaction has been negative. It is planned that the 
march will start at Civic Auditorium and end up with speeches 
at some as yet unknown location. ‘There appears to be a lack 
of specific planning and coordination for this march and at 
present it looks like it will be a bust and inclement weather ' 
will make it even more so. 


(b) 11/14/69 
Stanford University 


Stanford SDS and RU and any other supporters they 
can dig up will march into the industrial park for an anti~ 
war demonstration. Thence, they plan a motorcade to the PDM 
plant in San Jose where they plan to join the picket line. 
The PDM Strike Committee has indicated that the demonstrators 
will not be welcome if they attempt to raise the anti-war 
issue but will be welcome if they appear only in support of 
the strikers demands. : 


(c) 11/15/69 
_ San Francisco 


BOB AVAKIAN said that he is working closely-with what 
he termed a militant section of Saturday's march, known as the 
Anti-Imperialist Section. This section is made up of militant 
radicals from the Bay area supporting the RU, Richmond Solidarity - 
Committee, Stanford SDS and the Hayward Collective. They 
intend to break away from the main march somewhere along the 
: line, take a shortcut and then break into the head of the 
~ oo: march.---AVAKIAN did not talk in terms of violence or 
: FOTA(b) (7) - (D) 
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confrontation. While not specifically stated, it is believed 
that this militant section will raise the anti-imperialist 
theme by carrying red flags, signs and slogans supporting 

the NLF and the PRG. 


(4) There was a brief discussion of the Chicago \ 
RYM II people. In the main, sort of pointless. The main 

indication was that all members of the Chicago Revolutionary 
League are not as anti~RU as are IGNATIN and COLEMAN. ' 


(5) Louisville RYM II Conference. A conference 
of RYM IL is scheduled at Louisville in about two weeks and 
some five members of the RU will be attending the conference. 
BRUCE FRANKLIN will fly and the other four will drive, taking 
about ten days in all. JIM RANSOME and CHRIS MENCHINE will 
probably be going. 


In connection with this, LEIBEL BERGMAN had wanted 
DAVIDA FINEMAN to go hut DOUG NORBERG, LEIBEL BERGMAN and 
CONNIE BROZICEVIC mentioned that DAVIDA has missed some RU 
meetings lately and is questioning the RU. They also indicated 
that they had talked with some people who had attended the 
RYM IT meetings in Detroit and these people indicated that 
in their opinion DAVIDA had expressed a somewhat anti-RU 
position. 


The next Executive Committee meeting of the RU is 
scheduled for 11/16/69 at DOUG NORBERGs in San Francisco and 
DARRELL GROVER is scheduled to engage in self~criticism. 


BOB AVAKIAN said that the RU really has to help 
build support for BPP Chairman BOBBY SEALE.

his self-criticism at the next San Jose meeting. — 


(2) Meeting with San Francisco Newsreel. JIM 
RANSOME and BARRY GREENBERG will attend the meeting with News-~- 
. reelf “fepresentatives of the San Jose Collective. 


(3) A discussion of the 11/8/69 Demonstration in 
San Jose. No real plans were set forth and it would appear 
that Palo Alto is the main force behind this demonstration. 


(4) The Santa Clara County Worker's Committee. 
The RU members will try to get official support and involve- 
ment by this committee for the 11/8 and 11/15 demonstrations. 


(5) San Jose Maverick. It-was stated that the 
Palo Alto group screwed up by getting the material for the 
paper done too late and it ended up with KENT HUTCHINGS, 
BARBARA KINGSTON, LARRY SNYDER and MARLENE CHARYN doing mast 
of the layout. 


(6) Two papers were passed out at the meeting; (1) 
"New Mexico Report," which was presented by CHRIS MENCHINE, 
and (2) a mimeographed letter by MARV TREIGER coming down 
hard on the RU, attached to that was a 12 page paper "The 
'pwo Stages' Thesis in the American Revolution" in which 
TREIGER attacks the RU Statement of Principles in detail.

Palo Alto people brought some leaflets which are to 
be distributed in connection Cops attempts to collect food 
for the PDM and other strikers in the San Jose area. The 
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11/8/69 San Jose demonstration was brought up but was not 
dwelled upon at length because there was absolutely no 
response from the workers. 


. The two Hayward people brought along a ten page 
pamphlet, a very revolutionary anti-imperialist pamphlet, 
which is being put out for distribution at the 11/13-15/69 
Moratorium demonstrations. It will be printed up in a four 
page forum and it will be signed by the BARU, the Labor 
Solidarity Committee and the Hayward Collective. The main 
reason that the Hayward people were present was to seek the 
endorsement of the Santa Clara County Worker's Committee for 
this document, however, such support was not forthcoming. 
The revolutionaries at the meeting went along with the pamphlet 
but the workers would not touch it. Consequently, it will 
receive no official backing. 


The November issue of the San Jose Maverick is out. 
The article on Basta Ya was contributed by JANE FRANKLIN but 
it is not known whether or not she actually wrote the article. 
The Observer on page 3 is FRED HIRSCH. The article on the 
truck was written by PAUL LATZ, and the article on guns was 
by BRUCE FRANKLIN as WILL B. OUTLAW. The article on the 
last page was by MARLENE CHARYN., It is not known whether or 
not CHARYN is a member of the Palo Alto Collective and she 
is very close to it. 


GE Strike 


In the various RU meetings, it has been stated that 
a number of RU people have been over to the GE plant to offer 
their support. However, they were informed by the strikers 
that they have been informed by the union attornies that they 
should not accept support from these outside groups because 
should any violence occur the company would get an injunction 
putting the pickets down to only two pickets where now there 
is no restriction. Someone mentioned at one of the meetings 
that some people had brought some spiders over the the GE 
plant and threw them in the driveway whereupon the pickets 
rushed out and picked them all up and took them away saying 
we did not want any of that. ;

: On December 1, 1969, a source who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised that during the 
period from November 26 through 30, 1969, the Revolutionary 
Youth Movement II (RYM II) faction of Students For a 
Democratic Society (SDS) held a convention at Emory 
University, Atlanta, Georgia. As a result of the deliberations “ 
it was decided to form a new organization, namely, Revolutionary 
Youth Movement (RYM), which ‘is characterized as a mass anti-. 
imperialist organization of youth. This new organization was 
proposed as separate and distinct in form and content from 
SDS and those who participated in the convention were 
encouraged to assist in organizing RYM chapters on the local 
college campus on a national basis; further members of RYM 
were encouraged to recruit from among broad mass based youth 
organizations including SDS, 


The. RYM II faction of SDS came into being immediately 
before and during the June, 1969, SDS National Convention. At 
that time and in order to expel the dogmatic Progressive Labor 

Wes Party-Worker Student Alliance (PLP/WSA) faction, the RYM II 
. faction joined forces with what is presently known as the 


Weatherman National Office faction of SDS.

The Weatherman leadership, however, won all 
the national officer positions in SDS and the majority 
of the National Interim Committee (NIC). With aggressive 
tactics of confrontation forming the base root of 
distinction, factionalism of increasing internal intent 
rendered any efforts at unity between. RYM II and Weatherman 
useless, 


Prior to the October 8~11, 1969, National Actions 
in Chicago both RYM II and the SDS National Office (Weatherman) 
leadership held separate national meetings outlining their 
future course of action for Chicago. Each maintained separate 
quarters in Chicago for the national actions; each initiated 
and organized separate "actions". The Weatherman leadership 
espoused confrontation with established authority; their 
“actions" resulted in numerous arrests. RYM II, although 
denouncing the Weatherman tactics, upheld revolution but 
maintained that - conditions did not prevail in order 
to successfully carry out revolutionary actions. 


The RYM II faction held a national caucus in 
Detroit, Michigan, in September, 1969, and agreed to publish 
a paper (one issue resulted) and set up regional offices 
throughout the country. The regional office in Chicago was 
active from September through the October National Actions 
but since that time has been inactive and for the most part 
closed. At this founding convention no provision was made 
for the site of a national office, although the comment was 
generally accepted that it would not be Chicago. This mainly 
because of the desire to split completely from the SDS National 
leadership, It was generally agreed that the Weatherman and 
RYM II national actions in Chicago were failures; that the RYM 
II failure resukted in part from the disaster of Weatherman. 
Les Coleman maintained that RYM II should have split from SDS 
even prior to the June National Convention; that their 
decision to hold actions at the same time as Weatherman in 
Chicago was a serious error. Because of this self critical 
attitude. nominal RYM leaders e.g., Mike Klonsky, did not 
accept nomination for positions on the RYM Steering Committee.

Regarding the statement of RYM that it is 
not a Marxist-Leninist organization this was done in 
order to indicate an organization broad enough in form 
to be acceptable to everyone. It is, however, a revolutionary 
youth organization and in large part those attending this 
founding convention regarded themselves as Marxists- 
Leninists. The primary distinction on this question is that 
RYM differs in substance from the line Proposed by the 
Revolutionary Union (RU) to establish "collectives" through~ 
out the country as the base for the organization. RYM 
wants a mass youth organization and considers the RU 
"collective" approach to be too secretive and exclusionary. 
In a practical sense, this constrains a new organization from 
their main effort which is successful recruiting. In terms 
of recruiting it was mentioned that the Student Mobilization 
Committee would offer the best opportunities for these efforts. 


Although a Steering Committee of ten was elected 
at this founding convention, the primary leadership appears 
to be the following: Mike Klonsky, Los Angeles; Les Coleman, 
Chicago; Carl Davidson, New York; Clark Kissinger, Chicago, 
and the women elected to the Steering Committee, particularly 
Cathy Archibald, Chicago. The concept of going back to the 
campus although posing a dilemma of how to relate youth to the 
working class is the main thrust of Davidson and Kissinger 
in attempting to promote a mass based revolutionary youth 
organization. Davidson's point was that those who were 
primarily involved in all the Moratorium activity throughout 
the country were youth, hence, RYM must be involved with 
these youth, However, there are strong tendencies in RYM 
relating to the working class as the base for revolution 
hence this question, is far from solved. 


“The period from November 26 to 28, 1969, involved 
lengthy discussion on the question of male supremacy and 
white skin privilege. During this period some 230-250 
attendees were reported in session, The Revolutionary 
Union (RU) was attacked for having no concrete position 
on these questions and they were likened to Progressive 
Labor Party (PLP) on these issues, In addition, a paper 
by Marvin Treiger, former RU leader, was circulated which 
opposed the RU "The Red Papers" as formulating an 
incorrect line.

Although some strength appeared for the RU 
position there were no RU leaders at the convention 
when the voting took place for the Steering Committee 
on November 30, 1969. The RU line was presented by 
Bruce Franklin and Bob Avakian at this convention. 


The following concerns the main proceedings 
at the RYM founding convention on November 29-30, 1969. 


November 29, 1969 
RYM ESTABLISHED AS A NEW ORGANIZATION 


At 7:30 p.m., on November 29, 1969, the first 
plenary session of the convention was held at Emory 
University. -Approximately 200 persons were in attendance 
and it was noted that the attendance had dropped somewhat 
due to individuals returning to their home areas. It was 
noted that representatives of the RU played a very sm1l 
part in the ensuing proceedings. 


Tim McCarthy of Chicago chaired all the sessions 
for this convention, a function he had previously held 
‘ during SDS National meetings. 


The first order of business was a presentation 
by the women's panel which concerned unity proposals that 
they had finalized and which were presented to the men as 
absolutes upon which agreement had to be made. It was 
noted that during the afternoon of November 29, 1969, the 
women caucused in separate session for a period of five 
hours but that when presenting their unity proposals at 
this, plenary session there seemed to exist some confusion 
among them as to precisely what they had agreed upon in 
their private sessions. A number of women participated 
in this presentation among which were Cathy Archibald and 
Eileen Klehr from Chicago and one Martis or Marta Kusic 
(phonetic) from New York City.

The unity demands presented by the women's 
caucus were presented in conjunction with two main 
proposals, the fight against white supremacy and 
the fight against male supremacy. Concerning the 
fight against male supremacy the demands of the women's 
caucus stated that this was primarily an issue that must be 
opposed by the men in the convention. Another demand was 
that women hereafter would have a fifty per cent represen- 
tation on all governing bodies of the new organization 
and further that a women's commission of three would be 
formed to review all legislative matters passed by the new 
organization. 


The women further demanded that programs be set 
up around the issueS of child care and health care. Further 
that they would have a program aimed at combating discrimi- 
nation against women in all jobs and would support the rights 
of all women on welfare. Finally, the men were to join in 
all these struggles, opposing women's oppression. 


In Summary, the demands of the women concerned the 
repudiation of white skin privilege. and male supremacy and 
only on this basis would the women's caucus join with the 
men in forming a new organization. 


The demands of the women were accepted unanimously 
and in the words of Tim McCarthy, “We now have an organization," 


Character’. of the Organization 


The following discussion occurred on the evening 
_of November 29, 1969, concerning just what type of organization 
the Revolutionary Youth Movement (RYM) was to be. Of the points 
enumerated herein, most were directed from the floor and all 
were passed in the form so noted. 


Clark Kissinger, former SDS National Officer, 
Suggested that RYM be a mass anti-imperialist organization 
of youth. In a discussion on this point, Carl Davidson, 

New York City, presented the view that RYM must be able to 
involve itself in the masses of youth that was active in the 
various moritorium marches throughout the country; that to 
be able to do this RYM then must be an organization which 
would be a mass youth organization and not closely defined.

Included in Kissinger's main point was that RYM 
would be a youth organization which would struggle against 
and repudiate white skin privilege. 


The second point adopted was that RYM would 
struggle for the democratic rights and self-determination 
of all oppressed national minorities and would support 
the right of secession for these national minorities. On 
this point Bob Avakian of the San Francisco RU objected 
but the point was passed by those assembled. 


A third main point adopted was that RYM would 
struggle against male supremacy and repudiate male 
privilege and support the united front of women for full 
democratic rights of all women. 


The fourth point was introduced that RYM would 
integrate itself in the struggle of the most oppressed 
minorities, however, during discussion this was changed to 
read that RYM would fight the exploitation of. working men 
and women by imperialism. 


The fifth point adopted was that RYM would fight 
anti-communism. It was explained that this did not % 
necessarily mean that RYM is a communist organization but 
rather that there would be no exclusion against anyone 
from being a member of the organization. In connection 
with this point the sixth point adopted and which was 
introduced by Tim McCarthy, was that RYM would operate 
under the concept of democratic centralism. Mike Klonsky 
stated that the new organization needed this concept because 
in the past struggles in SDS with PLP, SDS members were 
unable to cope with the dogmatic tactics of PLP and it was 
not until the June SDS National Convention that the combined 
efforts of SDS members were supcesstul! in expelling PLP from 
the organization. 


oy ee 
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, The seventh point accepted was that RYM would 
fight Fascism: and within this discussion accepted the 
concept of freeing all political prisoners. 


The eighth point as presented by Mike Klonsky 
and adopted was that RYM would fight the oppression of 
all youth under imperialism. 


Finally, Brett Bursey offered the proposal 
which was adopted that RYM would support the rights of 
all peoples to armed self defense. It is noted here 
that on Sunday, Klonsky directed a question to Bursey 

_ asking if he believed in individual acts of terrorism 
to which Bursey replied that he did not believe in such 
tactics. 


All of the above proposals were passed and in 
total form the basic character of RYM. 


November 30, 1969 ; 
At 7:30-a.m., the final session of the RYM 
convention was called to order with approximately 170 
persons in attendance. At this time those who represented 
the RU position and their supporters had left the convention. 
The discussion on, November 30 concerned the structure of the 
new organization. 
Lo Structure of RYM ; 
Pr fee 0 Clark Kissinger presented the first point stating 
De le that RYM should be a membership organization. This was 
a 2 passed but no determination:;was made as to dues required 
nos mee of the membership. A second point passed was that RYM 
_members must participate in the program and activities of 
RYM. ; 


. The third point accepted was that RYM would recognize 
and encourage members to form a regional structure. “In this 
concept it is noted that the Chicago Region of the RYM II 
faction of SDS has been non-faactioning since October, but 
it was agreed among Chicago people present to attempt to form 
a regional structure for RYM.: 
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The fourth point adopted was that a temporary 
steering committee would be elected at large, although 
geographical representation would be emphasized. 


As the fifth point, it was decided that RYM 
has the right to decide who will be a member. In this 
sense RYM can expel individuals through the processes 
of democratic centralism. | 


It was proposed and adopted that RYM publish 
a mass paper, It.was noted, however, that RYM has no 
money and no staff to do so at this time. Hence, the 
question of when such a paper would actually be published 
was not decided. : 


It was proposed and adopted that there be eleven 
members elected to the steering committee. It was 
Suggested that four alternates aktso be elected but this 
was voted down. 


. At this point nominations were made and a vote 
was taken for members on the steering committee. At this 
time exactly 118 people were present at the convention. 
The result of the voting was that only ten persons received 
a majority of votes, hence the steering committee will consist 
of only ten rather than 11 members. It was noted that the 
purpose of the steering committee is mainly to help form 
strong regions for RYM and to plan for a national meeting 
for RYM to be held sometime next. spring where national 
officers will be elected.

This 18 to be accomplished through 
the Party's over-all revolutionury strategy of raising the 
consciousness of the people and helping to provide ideological 
leadership in the working class struggle for state power, 


: The source also advised that at the Second National 
Convention MILTON ROSEN was unanimously re-elected National 
Chairman of the PLP and LEVI LAUB, FRED JEROME, JARED ISRAEL, 
‘WILLIAM EPTON, JACOB ROSEN, JEFFREY GORDON, and WALTER LINDER 

" .were elected as the Nattonal Committee to lead the PLP until 
the next convention. 


The PLP publishes "Progressive Labor,” a bimonthly 
magazine; "World Revolution,” a quarterly periodical; and 
"Challenge~Desafio," a monthly newspaper. 


we The April, 1969, issue of "Challenge-Desafio" sets 
forth that "Challenge is dedicated to the peoples fight for a

A source advised in July, 1968, that the 
Revolutionary Union, commonly known to its membership as 
the Ked Union (RU), is a covert, revolutionary Marxist- 
Leninist organization formed in early 1968 for the purpose 
of instilling the line of the Communist Party of China into 
the political situation in the United States. The membership 
of the RU espouse the militant communism of MAO Tse-tung and 
believe in the necessity of violent revolution and open 


-" guerilla warfare to overthrow the present political system 
in the United States and effect radical changes in thts nation. 


In August, 1968, a second source advised that the 


“RU in the San Francisco area consists of four locals, one 
“ain San Francisco, one in Palo Alto, and two in the East Bay 
‘area. The leadership of the RU consists of former long-time 


members of the CP, USA whose revolutionary activities 


‘date back into the 1930s and who broke with the CP in the 


late 1950s, accusing the CP of revisionism. The membership 
of the RU is made up of ‘radical, left-wing youths who have 
participated in student demonstrations and draft resistance 
movements. The RU looks to Communist China as the model of 
the correct revolutionary Marxist-Leninist line and the works 
of MAO Tse-tung are read and discussed in the weekly education 


classes. 


According to this source, the membership of the RU 


have studied and practices guerilla warfare techniques and 
.some of the members have engaged in practice with firearms. 
The RU is against firearms control laws because such laws 
“would make it more difficult for them to obtain weapons, 
‘and one of the leaders has stated that any traitor to the 


RU would be killed.

MICHAEL KLONSKY, National Secretary, in March, 1969, called 
for the building of a revolutionary Marxist-Leninist movement. 
The program of SDS has moved from involvement in civil rights 
struggles to an anti-Vietnam war position and finally to 

.its present advocacy of an anti-imperialist line, linking 

up the oppressed peoples of Asia, Africa and Latin America 
with the black liberation movement in the United States. 

, China, Vietnam and Cuba are regarded as countries which are 
leading the world-wide struggles against United States imperial- 
ism. On the other hand, SDS regards the Soviet Union as 

| an imperialist power and does not support the polices of 

‘that country.

The source opined that:ithis action in forming a 
new organization further fragmentizesS SDS and leaves the 
SDS National Office Weatherman leadership in largely 
sectionalized form with its base of strength in the midwest, 
New York City, Colorado, and Seattle. \The internal structure 
of SDS then is left with one major \factiion operating the 
organization. Since the time of the’ June, National Convention 
which occasioned the expulsion of PLP/WSA forces and now 
with the formation of a new RYM organization it would seem 
that SDS in terms of basic strength could assert something 
less than one third of the total organization existing prior 
to the June National Convention, \ \ 


The Chicago informant stated that this not only 
further ruptures SDS but his personal opinion\is that SDS 
as an organization from many standpoints is dead. The 
informant opined tiatwhether the new RYM is able ‘to get off 
the ground is problematical but it does have the option 
of a mass youth based organization which ‘may be of strong 
appeal on the campus. However, the individual efforts in 

. . the next six months on the campus will determine the 
' possibility for the organization. \ 


In connection with the factional dis 8 ween 
the Weatherman and RYM II, it is noted that on 
11/29/69, reported that LINDA EVANS, current SDS National 
Interim Committee (NIC) member and leading Weatherman \ 
functionary had attended the RYM convention in Atlanta. 


He 
commented, however, with respect to the Weatherman leadership 
of SDS there was very little discussion whatsoever concerning 
them, 
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It tis’ interesting to. note that the SDS 
National Office had a representative at the RYM 
convention, one MARSHALL from Boston,. who apparently 
attended as a spy for /the Weatherman; 


On 11/30/69,[7_____] reported that MARSHALL 
called TED GOLD at the SDS National Office in Chicago 
reporting on the RYM convention. He furnished GOLD with 
the list of the ten’ individuals elected to the steering 
committee of RYM and also advised that the three women 
selected for the women's commission were CATHY RCHIBALD, 
Chicago, BARBARA KIRKWOOD, South Carolina, and MARTA or 
MARTIS KUSIC, New’ York.

This meeting was called at the insistence of BRUCE 
FRANKLIN and took the place of the San Jose Collective study 
group which was supposed to have met on Friday evening, 11/21. 
Present from the Palo Alto Collective were BRUCE and JANE 
FRANKLIN, JOHN AVERY, RUSTY and JOHN KEILTCH, KENT HUTCHINGS 
and BOB SAIBLE. Present from the San Jose Collective were 
BARRY and MARY LOU GREENBERG, DARRELL GROVER, LARRY SNYDER, 
MARLENE CHARYN, BARBARA KINGSTON, CHRIS MENCHINE, JIM RANSOM, 
DAVID SHEN, STEVE SMITH, the whole collective with the 
exception of RHONDA. 


The meeting was called to discuss the PDM and GE 
strikes. There was a couple of hours discussion and the main 
feeling was that the RU had to do something but no specific 
plans or decisions were made. JOHN AVERY said that he was © 
going to get a ‘group together ¢ to picket at the GE gate on. 


The first item 
of business was e Executive Committee report. The first 
item on the Executive Committee report was a discussion of 
the RYM II meeting in Atlanta over the Thanksgiving weekend. 

The RU will be represented at this meeting by BRUCE FRANKLIN, 
BOB AVAKIAN, MARY LOU GREENBERG and MARY HEERS, who isa 
member of the RU but no mention was made as to what collective 
she belongs to.

The RU people will also 
suggest at the meeting that RYM II and Weatherman try to 
reconcile their differences and get together. The next item 
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under the Executive report was a mention of DARRELL GROVER'S 
criticism - self-criticism period. The third item under. the 
Executive report was a discussion of MARVIN TREIGER and the 
RU has decided to take a hard-line against TREIGER. .

Items discussed were: 


(1) DARRELL GROVER's work. There was an inconclusive 
discussion on whether or not GROVER is to become active at his 
plant and in the union. BARRY GREENBERG suggested that the 
whole matter should be put off until after further discussion 
at the next Executive Committee meeting. 


(2) Discussion of PDM, GE and SCCWC. The work of 
the Collective in connection with the above activities was 
reviewed and discussed. No concrete plans were made for further 
participation in the PDM and GE strike, and it was indicated 
that JOHN AVERY is calling for more demonstrations whenever 
the opportunity arises. 


(3) The demonstrations at San Jose State on 12/5/69, 
against the GE recruiters was discussed, and it was indicated 
that JIM RANSOME and CHRIS MENCHINE had been busted. 


.(4) There was a short and inconclusive discussion 
ef the Democratic Centralism paper in relation to the United 
Front Against Imperialism. 


Present were BARRY GREENBERG, JIM RANSOM and DARRELL 
GROVER, representing San Jose. Palo Alto and Redwood City 
Collectives were represented by JANE FRANKLIN, BRUCE FRANKLIN, 
RUSTY KEILTCH and JAN (LNU), who was indicated to be a teacher 
at Canada College. The San Francisco Community Collective was 
represented by LINDA WREN and DOUG NORBERG.

It was further noted that DON MONKERUD is now located 
in San Francisco and this was the last meeting which he would 
attend as a member of the Berkeley Collective. 


It was further noted that BOB AVAKIAN and CONNIE 
have split. In connection with this, BOB indicated that he 
has no money since CONNIE had been supporting him and that he 
is deeply in debt. A collection had been taken up for BOB 
and this may be a continuing thing. 


Matters discussed were: 


(1) The San Francisco Community Collective people 
criticized the Democratic Centralism paper.

BRUCE FRANKLIN said that the paper was wrong on all counts. 


(2) A brief discussion of MARVIN TREIGER during 
which it was stated that he is not a member of the RU but has 
not been officially expelled as yet. 


(3) Three forthcoming conferences. 


a. A conference of North American Marxist- 
Leninist groups to be held in Canada during Christmas time. 
The RU will send one person and, according to BRUCE FRANKLIN, 
"plus our secret member in Canada." FRANKLIN did not further 
elaborate on this. However, since FRANKLIN raised the point 
there is a possibility that this may be KEITH LOWE. However, 
this is only conjecture. 


b. The Weatherman Conference to be held somewhere 
in the East over the Christmas vacation. No names were mentioned 
but it was stated that the RU hopes to send one or more delegates. 


c. The New University Conference in Denver, 
Colorado, also during the Christmas vacation. “SKUCE FRANKLIN 
will attend from the RU. In connection with this, BRUCE 
indicated that he had contacted HENRY NOYES of China Books and 
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Periodicals, and HENRY will not be at the New University Con- 
ference; however, he has no objection to BRUCE FRANKLIN buying 
literature at CBP and sellinwit at the conference. 


(4) Also the Atlanta RYM II meeting. A report was 
presented by the four RU delegates to this conference, BRUCE 
FRANKLIN, BOB AVAKIAN, MARY LOU GREENBERG and MARY HEERS. (Copy 
of report furnished.) BRUCE described the RU's brilliant 
victory. He also said that the RU has not as yet proved its 
point concerning the necessity of basifyrevolution upon the 
working class and how this is to be done, but he believes that 
the RU work in the workers committees in the Bay area will 
prove the RU position to the movement as a whole. 


(5) A lengthy discussion on DARRELL GROVER and his 
work in the RU. The entire discussion was inconclusive and 
the whole concept of secret membership, work in the unions and 
economism was discussed.

(6) A brief discussion of PDM and GE strikes. The

stration on 12/13/69 at the GE Plant on 66th Avenue in East 
Oakland. 


(7) Also a discussion on a proposal that the RU 
and other groups, such as the Hayward Collective, get out an 
area-wide newspaper to be aimed at revolutionary labor 
activities. It was generally thought that this was a good 
idea. Nothing concrete was arrived at and discussion will . 
continue. There was a hint that there is some friction between 
the RU and the Hayward Collective. 


(8) A discussion of the possible recruitment of 
DAVID PUGH and two other people from the now defunct San Bruno 
Collective. It was apparent in the discussion that the RU is 
afraid of PUGH and does not completely trust him. However, 
it was decided that they would work with PUGH and the others 
for a couple of months and then come to a decision. 


(9) There was a discussion concerning the draft, 
it being noted that within. the ,coming year 15 RU people will 
be eligible for the draft, fork‘them, including LARRY SNYDER 
being eligible in 1/70.

collective of the REP at Detroit, Michigan.

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The REP grew out of the student movement 
and views itself as a political education group. 
Ghe principle program of the REP is its literature 
program and at present the staff feels that the 
most pressing needs in terms of literature are 
for things that can be used in mass work related to 
working class organizing. The REP operates as a 
staff collective following the principles of collec- 
tive work, such as criticism and self-criticism, 
and has found "Combat Liberalism" a good source of 
principles to follow in collective discussions. 
Everyone on the staff of the REP works full time for 
the REP and is paid a subsistance salary. Living 
arrangements of the staff collective are left to the 
individual member, but some members live together. 
Revolutionary labor in the REP involves considerable 
office work.Collective principles of the REP staff 
collective include the expectation that everyone on 
the staff will share both in the office work and in 
the more political work, and the expectation that 
consistent with primary responsibility to the REP, 
all staff members will be involved in mass work of 
some sort in the Detroit area. Persons joining the 
REP staff collective are asked to make a commitment 
to serve on the REP staff for one year, and the work 
is looked upon as a form of service by a movement 
cadre person, who ideally will come to the staff 
from organizing work and then return to organizing. 
The REP considers that its role in the movement as 
a collective is to perform a special function in the 
literature field, just as other collectives, such as 
the Liberation News Front and the various Newsreels, 
ao specialized work for the benefit of the entire 
movement. Much of the work of the REP staff involves 
the selection, production and distribution of literature 
designed to meet the needs of the movement as a whole.

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/ According to DOWTY, the political view- 
point of the REP, as an individual collective, is 
expressed in a brief paragraph in the introduction 
to the REP literature packet, "Debate Within the 
SDS". bOWTPY indicated this paragraph attempts to 
set forth the general perspective of the REP, but 
is not a final statement of REP viewpoint since the 
latter is subject to modification as the REP 
continues its development. 


The source disclosed that DOWTY has 
indicated the REP will need several new people 
within the next few months to serve on the REP 
staff. The REP needs people who have had 
organizing experience, preferably movement cadre 
people, who have been in organizing work and who 
intend to return to such work. They should be 
people who have ideas and a willing desire to help 
develop the REP program to best fit the needs of the 
movement. DOWTY indicated that people who join the 
REP staff benefit personally from their activity as 
a learning experience, in which they will acquire 
certain cadre skills, such as printing, which should 
be useful in future movement work. In addition 
useful cadre skills can be acguired or improved by 
participation in the political work and in the 
development of the REP. Source disclosed that 
persons interested in joining the REP staff, should 
writs to the REP at P.O. Box 561-A, Detroit, Michigan, 
48232. 


The source indicated further that recently, 
at Flint, Michigan, DOWTY met with BOB AVAKIAN

During January, 1970, a source (who has 
furnished reliable information in the past), advised 
that DAVE RIDDLE, (RICHARD DAVID RIDDLE), a member 
of the staff adlective of the REP, had described 
the recent SDS meeting at Flint, Michigan, as a 
"Weatherman War Council" and added that BERNARDINE 
DOHRN's prediction proved true, with only Weatherman 
faction people remaining by the end of the meeting. 
Source further disclosed that according to RIDDLE, 
the REP has been favorably impressed by “he Red 
Papers. 2", recently published by the RU at San 
Francisco, Calif., and. has decided to include this 
publication in its literature distribution program. . 
Source disclosed that on behalf of the REP, RIDDLE ‘ 
had ordered 500 copies of "The Red Papers 2" from the 
RU and that although the REP might like to work out 
a literature exchange policy with the RU, it was 
willing to pay cash for the 500 copies. According 
to the source, RIDDLE indicated interest in a planned 
RU publication on Women's Liberation and remarked 
that when DAVIDA FINEMAN of the RU passed through 
Detroit, recently, she indicated she was preparing 
an article on the historical connections between 
Abolitionism and the Women's Movement. . 
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The attached REP Newsletter devotes most space to 
a discussion entitled "RYM II Chicago National Action." This 
discussion states that although the mass-media and much of 
the movement press concentrated on the Weatherman activities 
‘the RYM II actions in Chicago were vitally important in 
that they posed the strategic imperative of building a broaa 
based anti-war and anti-imperialist force under working class 
leadership..." The article indicates that REP joined in 
the RYM II National Action at Chicago on 10/8-11/69 and 
describes RYM II action at the International Harvester Plant 
on Thursday, claiming that 500 SDS'ers were joined by over 
100 workers, most of them Black. It discusses Friday action 
centering around Cook County Hospital and then the Saturday 
march through some of Chicago's Northside ghetto, which is 
designated in the article as the high point of the RYN II 
action. In its criticism of the action the REP article 
Suggested that the RYM II actions should have Leen better 
organized and that the political message of the RYM II should 
have been communicated to the people in a clearer, more direct 
manner. The discussion praised the RYM II action as having 
been built around unity with black and brown groups. The 
article states they learned from both the actions of the 
RYM II and the Weatherman groups of the SDS in the Chicago, 
action, and that the separate actions should not be viewed 
as sectarian but as an ideological struggle. The article 
states that the REP believes this struggle is unavoidable 
and that it should take place in a principled manner in 
accordance with the “unity-criticism-unity" model, advocated 
in the introduction to the REP puklication, "Debate Within 
SDS: RYM II vs Weatherman". 


A short article advertises the RYM II National 
Conference held at Atlanta, Georgia 11/27-30/69 and another 
short article discusses the Venceramos Brigade, stating it 
was "sét up by Americans to actively support the struggle 
for Cuban socialism." The article indicates the Brigade will 
consist of several hundred Americans who will work two months 
in the fields of Cuba to bring in the 1970 sugar harvest.

‘Although fhe mass medic (and much of the movement ‘press, too) concentrated mainly on the Weatherman octiv- 
ities, the RYM Hi actions in Chicago were vitally importont in that they posed the strategic imperative of puild- 
ing a broad based anti-war artd anti-imperialist force under working class leadership within this country. What 
made this national action different from others before it and the simultaneous Weatherman action: can be seen 
‘in the nature of its three major events: a rally at International Harvester Tractor Works on Thursday, October 
“9th; ¢ rally at Cook County Hospital on Friday, and a Saturday march through some‘of Chicago's ghetto com- 
sunities (primarily Puerto Rican, but including some black and poor white areas). The RYM Ii actions were 
iupported by the Black Panther Party and the Young Lords organization and were specifically seen as « step 
in building solidarity with the Vietnamese. : 


: On Thursday afternoon cbhout 500 SDS'ers rallied outside the International Harvester plant. More than a . 
hundred workers, most of them black, joined us. ‘Th company plans to close down the plant soon end cffers 
- the workers who yet loid off slots with no seniority in another plant which happens to be located in a fly 
- white suburb fifty miles away. (They get away with this because the UAW bargained away the seniority 
clouse in the suburban plant.) The rally sought to link up the struggles of radical youth and industrial work- 
ets, Addressing the crowd, one block worker said: “This is where our struggle begins. This iswwhere we 
‘struggle together -- the students, the workers, the blacks, Chicanos, Indians -- a mass revolutionary imove~ 
ment." The factory had in effect been shut down by the raily. Almost 90% of the workers stayed out; save | 
:eral dep-rimenis had walked out earlier that morning in response to ‘the combination of in- ~plant grievances 
and the raily outside, 


Friday's action centered around the Cook County Hospital -- an institution notorious in Chicago. In acdition 
to its completely inadequate health care for the people and lousy working conditions for its staff -- both 
groups composed, in the main, of blacks and browns -- the hospital also practices involuntary sterilization 
of women on welfare, Leafletting prior to the Friday action brought good responses from both patients and 
“workers and the rally outside the hospital on Friday afternoon drew a crowd of 1000. Black Panthers talk ced 
‘about their new Medical Care Center and welfare mothers put on a skit which brought home ‘the nature o 
_ , the hospitol and the system it serves. While impressive in many respects, the hospital action was marred ‘by

CHRIS MILTON, LINDA WREN and their new baby boy reside 
at this address, and JOHNATHAN ZATKIN was visiting CHRIS. All 
three are in the San Francisco RU. Most of the conversation was 
just rapping about firearms, discussing the characteristics of 
‘aifferent guns and so on. None of the three gave any indication 
that they have obtained any new weapons or that they had done 
any practice with the weapons they already have. From general 
conversation it dees not appear that MILTON's community collective 
is doing very much at the present time. CHRIS said that he, 
himself, is trying to organize a community garage. It is 
planned that they will obtain the necessary tools to work on 
cars and the garage will be free to any member of the community 
who wants to work on his own car. CHRIS also stated that they 
are trying to gain control of the Potrero Hill Community Center. 
He said that the collective was very active in the San Francisco 
City strike, particularly in the area of the San Francisco 
General Hospital. In connection with this activity, a medical 
clinic was established. It is still going and they are attempting 
to make it more meaningful. In general the attitude of CHRIS 
and LINDA toward the RU appear to be somewhat better. They were 
not as critical as before. However, they again indicated that 
they see community work and contacts as being the most important 
thing and the working with students is somewhat of a waste of 
time. Incidental to their conversation, MILTON did not say any- 
thing concerning his relatives in China and: gave no indication 
that they had returned to the United States. CHRIS also said 
that he has not worked in several months but he did not indicate 
where he is getting the money. 
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Order of Business: 


The greatest part of the meeting was taken up with the 
continuing criticism of STEVE SMITH and his attitudes. In this 
connection STEVE passed out a mimeographed statement explaining 
his position and his self-criticism was based mainly upon the 
contents of this paper, a copy of which is being furnished. 


VERN BLACK then suggested that the Student Collective 
should meet with the other two- collectives so that they would 


all be aware of what the other collective is doing. This matter 


was brought to a vote and VERN's suggestion was defeated. 


Concerning STEVE's problem, nothing was really re- 
solved. It appears that he is undergoing great difficulties at 
this time and he probably wants out of the RU and wants to cease 
his relationship with BARBARA KINGSTON. Although LARRY SNYDER 
was present at the meeting, he was extremely quiet and hardly 
said a word. 


BARRY GREENBERG told DARRELL GROVER to get in touch 
with one SHERRY, 612 15th Street, Richmond, telephone number 
232-0359. BARRY told GROVER that SHERRY and her husband, and 
he mentioned no last names, are members of the Richmond Collective 
of the RU and are interested in relating to the newspaper strike 
in San Rafael, the "Independent Journal." BARRY wanted GROVER 
to arrange to see them in order to fill them in on the strike 
and on the union picture as a whole.

. BARRY GREENBERG said that DON MONKERUD is now out of 
the RU.

From 
what BARRY sid, it appears that MONKERUD voluntarily withdrew 
from the RU.

From BARRY's remarks, it would 
appear that some of the high school students in this collective 
have made mention of their RU affiliation to people outside the

WORK ay OOMUITTEES 


The eXperience of the two workers committees is quite sindlar although arising outof 
Hifferent circumstances. The Richmond vorkers committee arose completely on the basis of 
RU and non-H cadre and has involved workers, nev members, from time to time. It now has 
at least a couple who see themselves as organizers of the workers committee but hasn't 
essentially changed its ch»racter from a cadre organization. ‘The Santa Clara Workers 
Committee was initiated by workers. but with a fey notable exceptions who have been the 
leaders of the groun, has not kept the base of workers who were around in the beginning 
actives: It has developed into, if it wasn't in the beginning, mainly a cadre thing. 
Comrades in both areas as well as other areas found a lot of interest in the idea ofa 
workers: committee. 


The Richmond Workers Committee was initiated with a view toward setting a contest for 
anti-imperialist work within shops and union, realizing that a purely shop level orienta- 
tion, even with good political ideas and the involvement of communists, isn’t enough. 

The resvonse of PIM peonle and other workers to the workers! committees shows that when 
workers are interested in more than just the shop struggle, and there are a hell of a 

Alot who are these days, then the vorkers' committee idea sounds good--starting ‘to deal 
with anti-imverialist politics and anti-pig (Fascist) poli tics beginning with support 

as class bro thers for one another's struggles. 


the potential for this type of organization hasn't been realized, however, because of the 
still low level of the struggle in some sectors and the low Level ofnolitical organization 
lof the working class where the level of struggle has been higher (PIM, San Ravhasl) « 

Thus our cadre, coming mainly from petit bourgeois backgrounds and culturally isolated 
from the working class, have remained so, not at all entirely but in politically important 
wayse This shows up in the following ways3 


ao. Amateurishness--half-assed job done on a leaflet, a glaring mistake that might turn 
someone off, assignments not carriedoout. People say, "I fuck up a lot too, but then I 
don't claim to be a revolutionary You veople must not take seriously the consequences 
of what you're doing. : ; 


be Sectarianism--Wetre the fraternity of those who understand what's going on and our job’ 
is to sneak in a radical idea at every dull moment in the conversation or when we have 

a few vorkers together for a political meeting. If we reel it off enough it will sink 
through their thick skulls. Comrades, we are the ones with the thick skulls. People 
Grasp ideas when they are answers to questions that they have, even if the questions are 
unformulated and the answers come from a direction or source that is totally unexpected. 
Workerst Committee meetings have been dominated by these kinds of sectarian mistakes: 
influx of movenent people to see how things are Boing and to dominate the discussion so 

as to steer it in a Marxist-Leninist direction.

Summing up, sectarianism, bureaucratic methods of work and amateurism have been the most 
persistent mistakes. the problems of meetingitis and bureaucratic style of meetings has 
had to do with lack of concentration on key issues, and lack of a plan, but trying to cd 
a little of everything and ending uw as confused about where we're going as veeple who 
come around for thefirst tian. : 


Both workers comnittces have moved in the direction of getting more bureaucratic work 
handled outside of meetings informally or by subcommittees to make the meetings more 
easy going and lively, and to leave more time for the volitical discussion which new 
Peovle want. Films and oreared vresentations that really get into something, even on 
a subject like Labor Law, have been good. : 


Senaration of labor and community struggles (as in Richmond with separate grows) has 
seened artifichal. Peonle from shops are also very interested in housing, welfare, schools, 
vig harrassnent, taxes, etc., and at a voint when not s> much has develtoned on the shop 
level, activity vurely in sumort of Labor struggles desnot give the group enough of 

an identity or enough of a scove to base itself on real struggles. 


Finally, workers’ committees should be nromoting and investigating ways to helo with 
in-plant organizing. Instead, they have sometimes served as more of a time filler 
that ke@s us away from social contacts off the job, ete. 


SHOP “WORK, UNIONS AND LEFT CAUCUSES 


By far the most advanced shop level work has been done in SF around building left caucuses. 
We can't go into the varticulers of thatorganizing here but all the comrades should have 
the benefit of a resort in an area like this where there has been greater development. 
Work on the shop level has been so varied, and in most cases so indivicualized and at 

such an early stage that we can't co it justice here. We can only make a few general 
remarks. 


Comrades in every area have felt that concentration of forces in certain target | 
areas, where, based on some emerience, we ‘now peovle are ready to move, has been extrenely 
important. Most comrades have done much less working by thenselvese In the absense of 
a collective and a wllectively planned approach, work devends on the strengths and linita- 

St . 
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tions of one comrade and“ that aa the benefit of critician self-criticism. 
Tt's much harder, particularly for a comrade who is relatively MM to olant wrk, to 
gauge whether he is moving too fast or too slow, how he is seen by his fellow workers, 


etc. 


The revorts from some comrades were xa unclear as to whether to try to initiate struggle. 
and pull organization together around economic issues first or to what degree an anti- 
imperi@list political base should be built before that hapvens. Generally, the best work 
has occurred where some even low level struggle has been initiated or where a higher 
Level, but still: economic, struggle like a unionization drive that has some relation 

not only to the more advanced workers but to the great majority of workers and establishing 
a rélation on a real basis of struggle with the more advanced has shown then to be quite 
anxious to deal with issues of anti-imverialism. (We should distribute revort of one 
comrade's exverience in unionization drive.) : 


Many comrades said that they had been too timid in raising anti-immerialist and communist 
ideas generally, but the uncertainty was based on not wanting to come off nushy or ab- 
stract, with ideas unrelated to concrete exnerience. Most realized that holding back 
@idn't vrovide any answers, less than a few mistakes would, but here it’sa question of 
being ‘good at learning from the veorle and finding out what kind andhow much agitation 
is real and timely. None ofus learn that overnight. Many comrades siad they vacillated 
between bringing wo issues in an impulsive, moralistic way and, sensing the mistake there, 
hushing uo and dealing only with ideas that neonle would easily accent. Many felt that 
related here was the question of general low level of study, ie, lack of thorough grasp 
of ideological questions ourselves in solid class persvective and lack of information in 
Many areas. ‘The most vressing of these are how the oconomics of the imperialist systen 
works and how the economic as well as the political contradictions in the canitalist 
systen are inevitably and with lively examoles bound to end a in ruin and make communism 
{ just a better, fairer mbar idea, but absolutely necessary. Labor history was the 
other area where comrades felt the need for education as being inmmortant for building 
é movement with a strong sense of tho history of our tlass, lessons learned, etc, 


Rather than fearing to make either economist or adventurist mistakes, the lessoh many 
comrades have learned is to be bold about whatever you think needs to be done and learn 
in the vrocess. Where comrades have got to knowa few people well they haven't held 
back but have #% dumved all the Mavericks, Panther papers, and strike kw bulletins 
they could find onto neople and found very enthusiastic response, particularly to the 
Maverick. They would have used literature on the level of “What is Communism" had that 
/&Kisted. (Will be out soon.) : 


Comrades who have worked st more and then at less proletarianized jobs felt strongly 

that our resourves should be directed at thenlaces where less skilled, lower vaid workers 
are, in the steel industry, for example, and also in service work like hosnitals, where 
usually there is a higher concentration of younger workers but almost always a higher 
concentration ofblack and brown workers. In these areas you usually find the most corrupt 
undemocratic unions where there are less illusions avout whose side their union leaders 
are on, or no unions at all. A number of comrades have done some good work at one time 
or anéther in a non-union shoo, agitating and moving for union organization. 


This isn't to say that comrades in better paying semi-skilled or skilled unions should 

get outof there. Look at the role we were able to play in the oil strike or the militancy 
in the IW strike. ‘The OCAY nrovides a good eXamnle of strengths and weaknesses in this 
sector and there should be a summing up of past and present work there. Generally, the’ 
union is more democratic at the local level and comrades have been able to nlay very — 
active roles in union meetings, often with the sncuragenent of local leadership who knew

Special attention should be vaid t getting women comrades into shop or other work, because 
the very few women who have been in shops and workolaces feel that the onnression of women 
4s felt very sharoly by “omen workers and the moverent for women's liberation could ad- 
vance considerably if these women got into action. They are certainly ready to, and many 

of then are ready and able to provide leadership. ‘This is one organizational recommendation. 
(Of course, this may involve baby sitting arranganents, ete.) 


Other recommendations aret 2) that each club have a vlan efcancentration with the annrosch, 
unless there are varticular reasons to the contrary, of going among the most ovnressed3* 
3) that some tyme of investigation toward working out a course of study on nolitical 
economy be initiateds 4) that labor history courses be set up on the local -- i-@e, 
collective -- level. ; 


* §worllon the unemloyed: clearly this iswhere things are going to move in the future. 
We have done little work,on unenoloyment per se, but there was at least one attenpt at 
organization of laid-off wi workers in & chmond, - There was some interest, but not many 
people are yet convinced that things won't get better in the spring. At this time of 
year when more jobs usually start onening w in uns<illed work, only more layoffs are 
occurring so this should also be an area of priority in concentration ofwork.

In synthesizing the wrk renorts of the comrades working in shops and/or unions, two 
major contradictions come to the fore. ‘the first is that many RU comrades still apnroach 
the masses from thenoint of viev of a bourgeois teacher and a bureaucrat -- I have this 
communist understanding that I have to “give! to the working nexnle. ‘he result is that 
they“aliendte and intimidate wor'cing peonle that they make initial contact with. They 
are still loaded down vith the baggage of the student movenent that raises meetings -- 
with long agendas andendless discussions, often arriving at no conclusion, without 
‘being translated into any conerete action -- to the hichest level of nolitic:l activity. 
Typically, these comrades rao with a few peorle they meet in a vlent, lay down a revolu- 
tionary-sounding line, and, when the workers show some interest, they are immediately 
brought to a meeting -- a of a workers committee, for exammle. ‘These meetings are 
usually dominated, in numbers and in rhetaric, by HJ manbers and other “cadre" recently 
from the student moverent. ‘he few workers they bring--vho are conceived of as “eontacts® 
~-are generally confused and twrned off by the @nduct of the méeting. So they don't 
come back, at least not more than once or twice, Gf murse, new my working veo le are 
brought in, but onty to go timugh the same exnericnce, so that these grouns, which are 
suonosed to be built into workers groups, take on the character of a revolving door, with 
tho vivot being HU comrades and a few very strong-willed workers who stick it out. 


One major result is that these "workers" groups have great difficulty in involving then- 
selves in, much less initiating, the practical struggles of the working peodle. Work 
that is done has the suident-movement hang-uo of being a “orofect* (busy work) or an

Even where comrades have built close ties with working peovle and have go tten a good | 
sense of what the workers themselves see as their key concerns, the mmrades are unable 
to help the workers translate their frustrations and anger into concrete struggl e3 

or, in the course of this struggle to build and consolidate workers’ organizations 

and to carry on communist agitetion and provaganda that relates directly to the struggle 
nd helps raise it, ty a higher,level. ‘The result isthat the workers lose interest and 
their anger turns into deworalization, all too often. os 

Ano ther problen that consistently arses is that WJ comrades often confuse being serious 
and discivlined with being cold, curt and generally_a crag. ‘this havvens not only 

at meetings, but even at varties and in nersonal relationshivs with working people. | 
Ib ‘cite one exammle: a recent meeting of the Fichmond Workers! Committees was devressing 
to several comrades, because as they saw it, there was too much levity, things were 

too loose, and everything on the agenda wasn’t covered. But several workers in the 

WC thought that the meeting was the best ever, exactly because peonle felt free to 

joke uma now and then and the atmosphere, while serious, was not "businesslike" 

Things did get accommlished, and so what if the whole agenda was not covered? 


In reviewing both the successes and the setbacks of RU comrades in building ties with 
the masses, the comrades who have done the best mass work are generally those who are 
also loked as a person by the veovle they are working with. This is what tlao means 
when he stresses that ‘“Bvery communist working in the mass movements should be a friend 
of the masses and not a boss over then." Comrades, in Richmond, for exawmle, have 
beeh criticized by many working veovle for being cold and seemingly unenncerned 

about peonle’s versonal vroblems, for anyoroaching them like a salesman and not a 

true comrade. ‘These working veonle have correctly nointed out that this netty-murgenis 
attitude of many WU comrades e&tends not only to relationshins with peovrle outside 

the RU, but to relstionshins among RU emrades, some of whom still engage in petty 
gossip and backbiting against each other. Wothing turns veonle off on communi sm, 
nothing makes us look more like hypocrites than this vractice, that flies in the face 
of our vronaganda that communism means sticking together and fighting together. 

Steps are being teken to correct this serious vetty-bourgeois error, and we must 

carry on ideological struggle to wipe it out entirely. 


What do all these errors and contradictions stem from? They sten orimarily from the 
intellectual background of most WJ manbers. Mao was right on when he nointed out that 
tthe intellectuals often tend to be subjective and individualistic, impractical in 
their thinkingand irresolute in action until they have thrown thenselves heart and 
soul into mass revolutionary struggles, or made up their minds to serve the interests 
of the massesand become one with then. Of curse, Hao wrote this ata tire when there 
was Mass revolutionary wosurge, involving millions ofvorkers and veasants, in China. 
Our: situation is somevhat different. Our task is to help initiate and build mass 
revolutionary struggle among the wnoriing veonle. But we cannot do this until we ome 
eown off the mountain too and really become one with the veonle. Ve must renould 
ourselves and our whole world outlook. How can we do this? 


First of all, we mast consciously avoid nutting working veonle in a situation where 
they are surmunded by HJ comrades, where they either have to become intellectuals, 
aporoach oroblens from the »ointof view of an intellectual, or be left out of the 
picture, or worse, feel nut down. On the contrary, we must consciously strive to do 
our work so that BJ eomrades are surrmunded by workersand we are the ones who must 
.shange our way of annroaching problems, learn to anoroach then from the voint of view 
of a worker or be left out, or yes, even feel put down. This will put many RU comrades 
through a lot of changes, and it will often be painful, but RU comrades will grow and 
begin to really beome omletarianized by it. To be more soecific, RU comrades should 
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spend more of their time, as nor it as nossible, even thei eisure timet with 
working beonle, rather than with each other. ‘Je must not go to ‘See working neoole 
only when we havesomething we want then to do (for ust), or when we want to lay down 
a volitical rao. Instead, we must become true friends with the masses, learn to 
aoproach vroblens from their voint of view, and learn, in this orocess, how to raise 
volitical questions from thepoint of view of a comrades 


None of this means that we should fawn all over working peoole, or bow to their 
spontaneity. One of the central asnects of proletarian thinking is “to say all you 


know and say it without reserve, to struggle with incorrect ideas. But this struggle 
must begin from the point of view of sharing the exveriences of the working veonle 

who. exoress these incorrect ideas. It must proceed from the point ofview of understanding 
what Leads to the incorrect idea. And this struggle must be carried out from the 

point of view that we are all in this together. . 


For examole, many working peoole are initially turned on by the movie "Easy Ridert 

and the vetty-bourgesis idelogy it reoresents. We cannot successfully struggle against 
this incorrect idea unléss we first understand why “the dope culture,“ getting loaded 
and trying to escape does have such an anneal for wrking vexpflee Unless we are really 
a vartof the daily experience of working people, and all the shit they have to eat. . 
One comrade who did anomach this question -- and the movie Hasy Rider -~ from this 
point of view was able to get many of the neonle in his nlant to go back and see the 
movie again, and to win then over to a oroletarian point of view on the film, to really 
grasp the poison it was nushing. 


We whould strive to create the conditions where one or to RU comrades are meeting and 
working with several working peonle. Soecifically this means thzt the focus of our 
labor work and even our workers committees should be on work within the shop and/or 

the union. Instead of seeing the workers committee as a grouo that meets -- and there- 
fore bringing our new “eontacts* to a workers committee meeting as their first noliti- 
cal act and the first excosure to other communists, we should find the ways to involve 
them in struggles that the workers committce is a vartof, and, through this involvement, 
work with then to build struggle and organization within the shoo or union. This means 
that the workers committee should be transformed from mainly discussion grouns into 
action groups. It does not mean that we should ston having workers committee meetings. 
There are a number of wrkers who are involved in these committees, who have stuck 
~4t out, who co see the committees as immortant and who have even been brought closer 

to communism and the RU through varticipation in the workers committees. But in the 
meetings of theworkers committees, we shouldconcentrate on building practical struggles 
~~ both in the shoo and in the community (working peovle are smart enough to see the 
‘ connection even when we are not) -- and to link uy these struggles. Our role as 
communists in these meetings should be to develop the initiative and leadership 

of e005 the workers who do narticipate. ‘This does not mean shoving everything onto 
then -- this too will weigh then down and drive then away. But it does mean shutting 
up a lot more at meetings, enabling and encouraging the workers to bring forward their 
ideas and then joining with then in synthesizing and building on these ideas, translating 
them into concrete action. ; 


The way we can win the xs masses of working poonle to Mao~Tsetung Thought is to show 
how Mao's Thought does nrovide the method for solving every contradiction, that itis 
a real guide to action. This means that we must bring forward HMao-Tsetung Thought in 
close connection with practical struggle and annly it to raisethe struggle to a 
higher level. But one ofthe cmrnerstones of Mao-Tsetung Thought, as the highest ex- 
pression of Marxism-Leninism, is that neovle learn through oractice primarily and only 
secon“arily through reading and discussing. Where comrades have built solid ties 
with working veonleand do have a real victure of the grievances of the masses (not 
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st the frustrations of a few), but are still unable to heln translate this into 
ganized struecle, the most s! ssful aoormach-has been to "oe: these working 


eoole; first, in. the vractical rk and struggle of other workMR peonle. Taking 
workers from one vlant or community to a strike line, a rally, a health clinic, or 

a breakfast vrogram in another nlant or community has helped to break cown the workers! 
feeling of isolation, helped to omvide concrete examoles of struggles and suggested 
organized forms for carrying out this struggle. ‘he envhasis andthe objective is still 
to build struggle and organization in your own nlant or community, but involvement 
ain other struggles can often »rovide the key link between the workers! unfocused 
feeling of alienation and anger and the organization of struggle and vractical orograms 
to begin striking at the source of this alienation. ‘ihe key Doint here is that working 
peovle, unlike intellectuals, learn through exoerience and direct involvenent. 

And they are good, far better than we are, at building on this exverience and trans-— 
lating it into practical struggle of their own. : 


Tb: sum up? We must Learn the real meaning of becoming one with the vevle and relying 
onthe masses. We must aonly this Marxist-Leninist vrincivle to building mass organi- 
zations of the workers -- intermediate united front organizations as outlined in 

RED PAPERS II, ‘Through the practical work of building struggle and organizations 
among the masses of working veonle, annly Mao-Tsetung Thought creatively so that the 
masses of working peonle themselves can grasp the crucial imortance of Mao-Tsetung 
Thought and apnly it thenselves. ‘We must eliminate the tendency on the one hand to 
try to beat peonLe over the head with Mao-Tsetung Thought, and on the other hand to 
hold it back, keep it lockedup, because se are sfriad of being isolated. ‘The way to 
avoid both of these errors <= which are opvosite sides of the same contradiction: 

on the one hand, terrorism (terrorizing the workers with Hao's Thought) and, on the 
other hand, ecnonomism -- is to apply ilao-Tsetung Thought, esnecially the mass line, 

to building vractical struggle and to raising that struggle to a higher level. As 
|}we ourselves understand that MaoTsetung Thought is an invincible weanon, thet working 
peonle can and will grasp it, then we will become better ourselves at apnlying Mao's 
Thought creatively. ‘his is what it means to serve the pewnle, learn from the peovle, 
become onewith the veovle, 2 ES :

On April 2, 1970, GRANT COOPER, a member of RYM 
who had recently returned from the National headquarters of 
RYM in Atlanta, Georgia, stated that within the National Office 
of RYM orders came from the top, and that the National leader~ 
ship exploits issues to "get rid of" people they dislike. In_ 
addition, the National leadership has a tendency to isolate an:. 
individual whom they do not personally like. 
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Regarding the exploiting of issues, COOPER 
explained that the National leadership will “push" an issue 
in an effort to, in effect, expel individuals from the 
organization and thus allow the leadership to remain in 
positions of power and influence, Issues mentioned by 
COOPER included the Black Nationalist question, and the 
question of Women's Liberation which is being utilized today to 
solidify the power of the RYM National leadership. 


COOPER further noted that the National leadership 
of RYM refuses to listen to individuals functioning actively 
in RYM chapters throughout the country. Their refusal to 
listen to the local RYM activists appears to be motivated by 
their sole desire to maintain their positions of National 
leadership in the organization,

‘On April 2, 1970, GRANT COOPER advised that one 
rises in the National leadership of RYM not as a result of hard 
work or effectiveness in revolutionary matters, but merely 
because that individual develops a close personal relationship 
with the National leadership, He explained that all the 
National leaders are close personal friends. 


(AT T-2, 4/16/70) 


On April 2, 1970, GRANT COOPER explained that 
the “elitist” leaders in RYM depend upon one another to 
maintain their positions of power within the organization. 
Individually, COOPER explained that the leaders are relatively 
insignificant individuals; collectively, they function as a 
powerful leadership force within the organization,

Also, on April 2, 1970, GRANT COOPER stated that 
RYM chapters throughout the country are dropping their 
affiliation with RYM, and refusing to follow the dictatorial, 
autocratic policy laid down by the National headquarters of 
RYM in Atlanta, Georgia. COOPER further explained that DAVID 
SIMPSON, a National leader of RYM in Atlanta, Georgia, during 
meetings, functions as an autocrat and dictator and "shouts 
out policy”, As a result of the elitist attitude of SIMPSON, 
extreme hostility has developed toward SIMPSON none many affiliated 
with RYM,

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Purges 


On April 2, 1970, GRANT COOPER explained that 
“campaigns of defamation" were conducted against individuals who 
criticized the National leadership, the effect being a “purge" 
of these individuals. 


Accused individuals, including GRANT COOPER, were 
charged and forced to appear before a "kangaroo court.” or 
“people's court", The men were accused of being "male 
chauvinists". The effect of the trials was to harass and 
intimidate members of the National headquarters. 


COOPER explained that after his trial he tried his 
best to stay and work on the National level, but was treated with 
disrespect and constantly referred to as a "male chauvinist". 

As a result of losing face, he was totally ineffective and 
forced to leave.

AT T-3 advised on July 2, 1970, that the RYM 
National Office had a balance of $7,54 in their checking account 
as of June 30, 1970.

A small group of, Kent State University, Kent, 
Ohio, students created a RYM group on that campus during the 
1969-1970 school year, The RYM group being so small did not 
hold formal meetings at Kent State University, nor has it held 
any rallies or demonstrations since the beginning of the 
academic year in September 1969. 


The Kent State University Chapter of RYM confined 
its activities to holding occasional "rap sessions" .on the 
campus with students and attempted to interest studefits in 
the RYM viewpoint relative to the current issues of ecology, 
environmental pollution, war, racism and poverty. The RYM 
group at Kent State University is also attempting to get 
their members into various classes to engage the students 
therein in discussions. _ 


It is to be noted, however, that the Kent State 
University RYM group had not been able to obtain much support 
or backing from the Kent State University student body.

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attended by a total of six persons,

On June 20, 1970, WAYNE DRAZNIN and NANCY ZAWROTNY 
advised that RYM will continue to publish its newspaper each 
month, The paper will be compiled and published in Los Angeles 
by members of RYM who reside there. 


Articles for each issue are to be. contributed by 
RYM members from other sections of the nation, as well as 
those from Los Angeles. ,

AT T-3 advised on July 2, 1970, that LYNN WELLS, 
a local and national leader of RYM from the Atlanta area, 
made out a check in the amount of $100.00 to MIKE KLONSKY of 
Los Angeles RYM on May 26, 1970, for the RYM National paper. 


On June 22, 1970, AT T-1 advised that an issue of 
"Revolutionary Youth Movement" YM National newspaper, was

‘On June 20, 1970, NANCY ZAWROTNY advised that she 
is responsible for all correspondence for National RYM head- 
quarters in Atlanta, Georgia, She stated that she receives 
many inquiries about RYM's activities in Atlanta and across the 
country, some desiring to start RYM chapters in their area, 
ZAWROTNY advised that when she sends answers to the inquiries 
she includes copies of the most recent RYM newsletter and 
newspaper. RYM has ordered 5,000 "RYM" buttons, according to 
ZAWROTNY, through the National headquarters office. The buttons 
are yellow, blue and "tattle tale" grey. The button shows a 
black clenched fist on a solid color background with "RYM” 
written on the fist. The manufacturer's stamp on the buttons 
state "Larry Fox, Hempstead, New York 11551",

A, RYM Disintegration 
On April 2, 1970, GRANT COOPER conferred with 
several New Left activists in the New Orleans area, and made 
the following comments: 
He recently returned to New Orleans from Atlanta, 
Georgia, where he worked in the National headquarters of the 
RYM. 
COOPER indicated that the RYM organization is 
"disintegrating and breaking apart", COOPER explained that a 
relatively few individuals within the organization control RYM, 


and they refuse to listen to activists in RYM throughout the 
country.

B, Reorientation of RYM from a Youth Movement to a 
Proletarian rty 
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; On April 2, 1970, GRANT COOPER explained that the 
National leadership of RYM realizes that the organization is 
“falling apart", To save face, the National leadership was 
talking about changing the organization, a6 discussed at the 
RYM National Steering Committee meeting in Atlanta, Georgia, 
March 14.15, 1970, as follows;

The RYM National leaders realized that a change 
must occur in order for the organization to be saved fron 
complete destruction, 


The RYM leaders realize that they have done 
little to hold the organigation together, One of the things 
they planned to do was hold more study groups in the future, 
COOPER related that RYM leaders apparentiy feit that the 
calling of study groups, with the objective of holding the 
organization tcegether, was a “last resort”, 

ag 
RYM leaders also desired to change the organization 
from a “movement” to a Revolutionary Political Party, 


The partywill be made up of “alffinity groups”, 
COOPER explained that affinity groups will consist of a 
number of individuals who will work and live together in an 
underground status for.a common revolutionary objective, 


COOPER stated that the putting into effect of this 
policy will mean that for all practical purposes RY¥M will no 
longer function on college campuses. It is planned that the 
organization will operate by means of closely-knit groups of 
individuals of post-college age who will work in factories as 
members of the proletarian class and organize among the workers 
for revolutionary purposes, 


It was further stated by COOPER that RYM will 
make no active effort to recruit on college campuses, but 
will designate members to attend other campus organizations 
with an eye toward potential RYM members within these groups. 


Some people on the national level are already 


referring to RYM as the "Proletarian Party.'’ Emphasis as the 


hame implies, is to move RYM from a youth movement to a working 
class revolutionary party. : 


The National leaders of RYM have indicated that they 
feel that the basis for the revolution lies not among the youths 


on the nation’s campuses, but rather that the revolution will be 
achieved only by means of organizing among workers in industry

On April 18, 1970, GRANT COOPER, who had recently 
returned from the National headquarters of RYM in Atlanta, Georgia, 
stated that the National headquarters of RYM was going in the 
direction of a proletarian ~- worker organization, and was 
getting away from organizing among the youth for revolutionary 
purposes, 


(AT T=2, 4/23/70) 


On July 1, 1970, DAVID SIMPSON stated that RYM 
is basically a student organization and he is currently studying 
to determine what will be his future role in developing the 
‘*movement". SIMPSON added that any accomplishments within the 
movement will be made by the working class. He mentioned that 
a good strategy at the present time is to involve unions; 
however, a strong movement will demand more involvement and 
participation than unions provide, According to SIMPSON, 
an adult organization based on RYM lines could have great 
potential later, but unification would be difficult at this 
time, 


(AT T=1, 7/6/70) 


On Saturday, April 4, 1970, a meeting of RYM 
was held in New Orleans, Louisiana, The meeting was dominated 
by DAVID SIMPSON, who made the following comments: 


The women's struggie in RYM is progressing as 
evidenced by the trials before the “people's court" in Atlanta, 
during which male chauvinists were tried. 


SIMPSON himself would have been very concerned 
if RYM were a male chauvinist dominated organization. He 
stated it was a good sign that the women were rebelling against 
male chauvinism and coming forward with leadership on their 
part. 


SIMPSON further stated that there were not just 
a few leaders in the National headquarters of RYM dominating 
the organization and formulating RYM policy. On the contrary, 
a grass roots massive rank and file is uniting to urge women's 
liberation ideas in the organization on the national level. 
It was due to the upsurge of rank and file feeling on the part 
of women that resulted in male chauvinists being expelled from 
RYM, 
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He further emphasized that RYM does not want people 
who are hippies or youth oriented, KYM wants people who are 
working class oriented individuals, He explained that at any 
time the National headquarters of RYM might call upon these 
people to form a new Proletarian Revolutionary Party. SIMPSON 
considers RYM as a temporary organization and merely a step in 
the evolution from a youth movement to a Proletarian Revolutionary 
Party. Many in RYM are no longer emphasizing RYM, but rather are 
emphasizing a proletarian organization, 


SIMPSON also discussed the advantages of a political 
revolutionary party as opposed to a mere movement. 


Among the points made were the following: 


(1) A party allows greater discipline to be exerted 
on the part of the rank and file members, resulting in more 
efficiency, and a better division of duties and responsibilities. 


(2) Makes it easier to formulate policy and then 
put it into effect on the local levels. 


(3) Security will be easier with a party for only 
certain individuals will be selected for membership and they 
will be highly screened, 


(4) Party members will work and function within 
specific groups; they will not know the identity of members of 
another group. 


SIMPSON also emphasized that matters in the 
National headquarters of RYM were not "that bad", He explained 
that some people had dropped out of the RYM National Headquarters 
in Atlanta, Georgia, but for the most part these were described 
as.undesirable individuals. He further stated that the individuals 
functioning within the National headquarters of RYM are of a 
higher quality than in the past. Those active in the National 
headquarters now were described as more proletarian oriented than 
those in the past, who often reflected a youth bourgeois 
attitude.

The Volume 1, Number 2 issue of the "RYM Newsletter" 
distributed in May 1970, carried an article on the National RYM 
Steering Committee meeting held in Atlanta, Georgia, March 14-16, 
1970, by LYNN WELLS, Atlanta, RYM National Steering Committee. 


The article stated that there were three main areas 
of discussion and debate which occurred during the meeting. 
The three areas discussed were as follows: 
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(1) The relationship of the youth movement to 
the building of a Proletarian Party 


(2) What program should RYM relate to the growing 
spontaneous youth movement 


(3) The continuing fight against male supremacy. 


The article went on to state that many youth in 
RYM confused the need for a party and the need to develop an 
organizational form to bring RYM politics to the youth 
movement. “RYM Collectives'' were formed to- supposedly serve 
the needs of both a party and a mass youth group. 


The article states that the effect of the mis- 
taken strategy to create collectives was to make RYM exclusive 
to those who were not in “collectives” and sectarian to anyone 
who did not share positions on each point of, Marxist =» Leninist 
theory. 


fhe article further mentioned that MIKE KLONSKY 
from Los Angeles, California, who works with RYM,: presented a 
paper at the Steering Committee meeting, criticizing Marxist = 
Leninists in RYM for the above approach. ~ 


KLONSKY's paper, as the above. article stated, 
pointed out that many Marxist - Leninists Spent, all their time 
and energies tailing after the spontaneous ‘struggles of the 
“petty bourgeoisie", while paying: ‘only lip-service™ to the 
struggles of ‘workers, 


The above KLONSKY paper stated that’ ‘the, reason for 
the above approach stems from the fact that“it is easier and 
requires no transformation in terms of “proletarianization and 
integration with the masses", The paper further points out that 
RYM had been following after Spontaneous uprisings, ‘running 
from rally to rally, defending this or that political prisoner . 
(in word), instead of doing the long, unspectacular work’ of digging 
into the class and building a party. 


The above referenced article then stated that the 
spontaneous approach led to building exclusive RYM groups, but 


took its toll in leading to the rejection of revolutionary theory 


and in some cases, led to an entire dependence on work within 
“Mobilization and Anti-repression Committees" for recruitment 
to RYM “liquidating” the need to build solid RYM organizations -. 
in the schools and elsewhere. ae 
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Several members of RYM, as the article stated, 
wondered whether the position of the KLONSKY paper called 
for the dissolution of RYM. 


The article stated that the ‘purpose of the 
KLONSKY paper was just the opposite, in that it criticizes those 
who call for the “smashing"or dissolution of ,democratic 
movements (including youth) while building a ‘party. The article 
further stated that the solution to the party building question 
did not preclude support for these groups to the extent 
possible, 


The article stated that coalitions fighting in 
support of “third world peoples", (the youth, anti-war and 
anti-repression groups), can do little fighting since they are 
based in the middle class, 


The article concluded the discussion of the 
relationship of the youth movement to the building of a 
Proletarian Party by stating that the working class has the power 
to shut down factories and the main class that can lead the over- 
throw of this entire imperialist system. 


The article refers to the Socialist Workers Party 
(SWP), Young Socialist Alliance (YSA), and the Communist Party, 
U.S.A. (CP-USA) as bourgeois elements, ~ ; 
(AT T-1, 6/22/70) 


C. National Office Activities 


Concerning activities of the National headquarters 
of RYM, NANCY ZAWROTNY advised on June 15, 1970, that she was 
intending to have a RYN meeting consist ing of nine to twelve 
young people from Atlanta Area Technical “School, Clayton County 
Junior College and other Pater eve people ° at Georgia State 
University. 


ZAWROTNY explained that she yeudia RYM should be 
an organization directed toward the junior colleges of the 
working class; however, she also stated this does not exclude 
other universities from participating. “ She further stated 
that RYM should make a strong effort toward educating the 
working class students.

On June 24, 1970, WAYNE DRAZNIN said nothing is 
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“happening within RYM in the Atlanta arsa or nationally at the 
present time, He advised that some ferums had been planned for 
the summer, but no real plans have been made toward instituting 
then, , ;

On July 1, 1970, DAVID SEMPSON stated that there 
is no unified National RYM activity going on or planned for the 
summer of 1970.

On July 2, 1970, LYNN WELLS commented that she and 
DAVID SIMPSON have been attending study groups each Thursday 
night, The group follows a program and materials are provided 
by the group's organizer, WELLS stated that she and SIMPSON 
have been studying dialectual and historical materialism and 
other economic concepts of Marx, Engels, Lenin, Stalin and 
others,

D, Proposed National Convention of RYM 


During @ meeting of the New Orleans Chapter of 
RYM held on March 24, 1970, SUE MUNAKER indicated that RYM would 
probably have a National Convention in the relatively near 
future, possibly June 1970, MUNAKER further indicated, 
however, the group instead of having National Conventions, 
would attempt to encourage more regional gatherings. She 
explained that experience has shown that it is extremely 
difficult for persons throughout the country to attend a National 
meeting.

” MUNA KER and SUE PALMER, also ‘a’ member “of RYM in 
New Orleans, emphasized that RYM in New Orleans: ‘and across the 
country should not work with the Patriots because they are 
“male chauvinists",

Y sent off the RMC article on the war today under separate cover, 

A brief reply te your letter on SDS: the crux of your argument 
seems to be "There is nothing unprinct ipled about being in SDS as lons 
as itis understooag that we can break with them when they do something 
unprincipled (e.g, Boston)." 1 don't dispute this; my concern with 
cur SDS entry at present is a tactical one, not a principled one. eG 
believe it was entirely principled for us to enter, and is at present 
principled for us to stay in. The whole question is: but is it ad 
-vanctageous? As I recall, a recent set of PB minutes stated, correct 
ly, that it would be entirely prince cipled for us to participate in 
SHC, put we don't do so for numerous tactical reasons, one of them 
being that SDS offered a better alternative, and another being chan 
we would be "swamped" by the Pop Front forces of the SWP-YSA and so 
would not be able to effectively separate ourselves from the Sic 
politics. : 

This latter problem is what I'm concerned about. You seem to 
feel that even if SDS is returning to RYM-type pos yaes then, welts 
it's just the same old SDS again, But no, it isn't the same--the old 
SDS at least was relatively democratic and we could without much 
trouble get our politics across, both in New Left Notes and most 
especially at the Conventions; also, the old SDS Berea ned most of 
the left and hence a broad radical spectrun,whereas the present oo 
is ide nti tied in most ee s minds with PL What fim afraid 
becoming identified with the PL-SDS leadership. We may try to pa 
rate ourselves from shel actions, but our effectiveness in this is 
severely limited by our small forces, and relies essentially on the 
cifculation of the RNC Newsletter (I think we are separated from the 
internal life of.

NEW YORK, Jan. 30 — Over the last four weeks the 
entire world has shifted into a- new phese of history. The 
Revolutionary Youth Mover:ent (RYM}, together with 
the National Caucus of Laber Committees and North 
American Unemployed ard Welfare Rights Orgenization 
(NUWRO), has lauzched itsclf-into what will in the fnture 
be regarded as the most important battle ever undertaken 
ity, ithe history of mankind. Ve are battling with the 
murderous capitalist class, Jed by mass r-urderer Nelson 
Rockefeller and the Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) to 
determine whether you will live through the noxt two to 
five years. 

The terms of the wer have been set. The phony “energy 
crisis,"" the phony “‘foed critis,” thc phony Watergate 
scandal, the phony “gang violence"’ situation nation- 
wide — all were macufactured by the Rockefeller-led CIA, 
for the purpose of sucking the blood out of the entire’ 
political working class. This is called ‘‘making an hones: 
buck.’ The CIA is now moving to sct up a military dic- 
tatorship in this country which would ensure the total 
extermination of the entire humen race as we know it.

2. You must put us inio contect tamediately with 
everyone you know who is ready to crganize. Whether 
that be your mother or father, relatives, friends, or 
enemies, set up meetings where RYM organizers can 
speak. If you can't or won't do that, give us the names and 


phone numbers of these poople immediately so that we can———- 


contact them ourselves. 

3. Organize speaking engagemsnts for RYM orpanizers 
where you work or go to scaool. Demand assembiies and 
individual class time in your high schools. Get us on the 
agenda at union meetings. If you meet opposition,

erganize people in your shop or school to back you up. If 
you can't or won't do that, call us up and we will do it 
ourselves. 

4. Demond that RYM be covered in the press and put 
on radio and television. There is presently a massive press 
blackout against the Revolutioaary Youth Movement 
because the government knows how much you need and 
wenot our ideas. Call talk shows and demand that we be 
heard on radio. Demend that we be covered in the high 
school and university press. You will be receiving a list of 
echeduled radio and/cr TV eppcarances soon.

5. Get all information about police egent operations in 
your comcuvaity into us immediately by phone. Anything 
that you hear about police operations, no matter how 
unimportant you,may think it to be should be phoned into 
us immediately. If you know of any police agent that is 
functioning in your-school or at your job as an ‘“‘under- 
cover” or “community relations” officer, give us his name 
and whereabouts. He is the CIA’s man in your com- 
munity. If you hear or ses the code terms ‘‘auxiliary police 
force,” “community police pattol,” ‘‘police-community 
relations,” you know you are in the presence of a conver- 


. gation or are looking ct a piece of literature which has CIA 


written all over it. 


If you know cf anyone who has been personally 
harassed by these CIA agents (like CIA agent ‘Chief 
Simeon” in Brooklyn), give us the names and whereabouts 
cf theso peosle. If you know of anyone who has been 
subjected to various “behavior modification” programs 
(methedone maintenance, for example) or other forms of 
TONTURE, either in prion or on the street, put us in 
contact with them. These people have a story to tell, and 
we will publish it in New Solidarity. 


We will take pictures of any CIA operative we discover. 
Where appropriate we will post these pictures, through 
the ghcttoa and high schools of the city and say, ‘We 
charge this man with direct involvement in Nazi war 
crimes. He i3 guilty of menticide (killing of the mind), the 
lowest crime posaible against humanity. For your own 
protectic:, orgenize the community to get this man off the 
street.”” ‘

within the next few days. You must make the move to 
become a revolutionary intellectual capable of organizing 
everyone nround you on the basis of their ability to change 
and advence the existence of the entire world. The Revolu- 
tionary Youth Movement is having daily classes and 
briefings in order to givo you more of the equipment to ~ 
build something human the very instant you begin to 
organize.

Officer COOPER (Phonetic), Concord, California
